WHEREAS it is deemed necessary to provide for the 
transportation to and from schools in the City of Brandon 
of certain Indian school children who are being maintained at 
the Brandon Indian Residential School; 

AND WHEREAS the Minister has entered into an 
arrangement with the Operator for such means of transportation 
and these presents are for the purpose of setting out the 
terms and conditions of the agreement entered into by the 
parties hereto; 

NOW THIS AGREEMENT WITNESSETH that it is agreed by 
and between the respective parties hereto as follows: 

1. The Operator shall inaugurate and maintain commencing 
the 5th day of January, 1951, and continuing until this 
agreement shall be terminated in the manner hereinafter 
described, a motor vehicle service for the purpose of 
conveying and shall convey in a motor vehicle or motor 
vehicles to and from such schools as the Minister shall 
from time to time designate and motify to the Operator 
within the limits of the City of Brandon such children 
as shall from time to time be designated by the Minister 
or his Superintendent of the Portage la Prairie Indian 


Agency and notified by him to the Operator, 
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Subject to the provisions of the Manitoba Highway 

Traffic Act and regulations made thereunder and to 

any ordinances or by-lawe of the City of Brandon each 
child “shall be permitted to debus and embus at such 
points within the City of Brandon as may be designated 

by the Minister or Superintendent as most convenient 

for the purpose for which the child is being transported, 
The Operator shall ensure that the vehicle or vehicles 
shall for the purposes of loading and unloading be 

brought to such point within the grounds of the Brandon 
Indian Residential School as may from time to time be 
designated by the Minister or his Superintendent aforesaid, 
The Operator shall conform to the instructions of heetote 
said residentkal school puénetpal with regard to the time 
of departure of the vehicles employed in the carrying out 
of this agreement from the residential school in the 
mornings and with regard to the time of return to the 
residential school in the afternoons and the Operator 
shall take all reasonable measures to ensure that the 
aforesaid pupils arrive at and depart from the aforesaid 
city schools conveniently for the proper discharge of the 
school duties of such pupils, 
The Operator shall comply with all and every provision

After the trial the Prosecetor; Cons. Henzie stated that the 
boys were still his prisoners and with this idea in mind sent the 


following wire to his 0.C, in Winnipeg jucte. 


Three Treaty Indians, Juveniles, convisted breaking and entering 
and theft, Bloodvein, Man. Sentenced to be placed in Indian 
Boarding Schools. May instructions be received reference their 
escort, transportation and custody". End of quote. 

It will be noticed that no mention is made of ages or the 
Judge's decision regarding the supervision of their behavious 
until their acceptance in Residential School. 


I maintain that through the above action of the Uons. the 
dedssion of the Vourt was overuled by the prosecutor. 


I ask you to obtain a ruline from a Private friend in the 
legal profession in case 4 like case occur at some future date. 
i may add that 1 let the Vons. carry out his wishes in fact have 
not mentioned any objections. i aid this as the boys have remained 
on the Reserve until Vons. Henzie escorts them to Winnipeg. Never- 
theless 1 maintain that a prosecutor cannot overule a decision of a 
Judge. By the way, this is the first offence for ese boys.

The parents 
of these children on learning that the Brandon Residential School 
Van was in the Hodgson Area, no doubt told the driver that the 
children had been accepted tor entrance to the School. 


The Principal Rev. 0.B. tir a telephoned to the 
Hodgson R.C.M.P., that the Van would be in this district, however 
we were not notified and were unable to supervise the loading of 
the pupils for whom authorization had been obtained from your office. 


We do not recommend that these children be retained 
at the Brandon Residential School. Russell Smith #1093 Peguis was 
approved by your letter 575-10 (B.6) dated August 28th., 1951 for 
admission to Birtle Residential School - however, this boy was taken 
by the Brandon Residential School Bus and is now at Brandon. The 
mother of this boy was informed that her son was to go to Birtle 
and we recommend that this boy who is taking Grade 9 be transferred 
from the Brandon Residential School to Birtle Residential School. 


These incidents would not occur if the Principal of 
the Brandon Residential School would write and inform this office 
prior to the arrival of the School Van so that we could supervise 
the loading of the children for whom authority has been obtained 
for admission from gour office.

Dear Mr. Phelan; 


With reference to the above noted letters, 
a reply to the one having reference to truancy will be formulated 
and forwarded after I have had an opportunity to confer with 
Rev. Dr. Beat,the Supt. of Missions responsible for the Indian 
Schools under the United Church in Manitoba. I am taking this action 
because of the last paragraph in your letter. 


With reference to the letter of Sept. 27th., to answer the last 
paragraph first. I took the trouble to telephone long distance to 
Hodgeon, Manitoba, on August 26th. through the R.C.M.P office and 
notify Mr. Nield that our school van would be in Hodgson at 9.00 A.M. 
on August 27th. This telephone call is on record with the Manitoba 
Telephone System and so may be verified. 


With reference to the three children Elaine and Edith Mallett, also 
Arnold Sinclair, these parents assurred our driver that the papers 
were completed and the Chief advised him that it would be in order 
for them to come down, 


Re; Russel Smith. This boy is a pupil registered in this school since 
February 1939. I shall be pleased to receive information from you 

as to the reason for the admisaion of this boy to the Birtle School 
when he has not been formally discharged or transferred from this 
school. Please do not misunderstand me in this matter but it seems 
that if formalities have to be observed on the part of the mamagement 
of this school they should also be observed on the part of Departmental 
Agency Offices.

I am first to draw your attention to the fact that Mr. R.S.Davis has 
instituted numerous "investigations" during the last few years. 
Whether he has made reports to your office or not I,of course, do not 
know. The net result of the various visits of officials from the 
Portage La Prairie and Winnipeg offices in the past have been that 
additional trouble has been stirred up and for a few weeks the school 
has been seething with discontent. 


I shall not permit any further "{nvestigations", instigated by the 
Winnipeg office unless Dr. Best has been notified and given an 
opportunity to either be present or have 4 representative of the United 
Church present at the same time as the official of Indian Affairs. 


During the past seven years I have from time to time drawn the attention 
of visiting Indian Affairs officials to the need for recreation space, 
playing fields on the school ieekad level, and recreational equipment 

for out of doors sports. If,as, and when this matter receives attention 
I am prepared to employ @ Playground Supervisor who will give direction 
and supervision.

T have for several years been calling attention to the need for

Mr. Marcoux recently suggested to me that I make a request for an 
additional building in which we could have another classroom and 
also a manual training shop. However with the very real need for 
a ety dairy barn to be built I do not feel that the matter of an 
extra classroom so that all the children would be in school all day 
for five days a week is just as pressing. 


The majority of the children that come to this school will never go 
om to High School and Collegiate and for them the training in the 
practical work of the school is very important. 


It must be always borne in mind that no school can at any time 
completely take the place of the home in the thought life of the 
child and strangers definitely cennot take the place of parents, 
no matter how much they may try so to do, 


The problem in this school ig not one that can be solved overnight, 
nor is there any easy solution. I am prepared as I always have been 
to work with anyone who has constructive suggestions to make but 
when people who have never spent any time in this school to observe 
the day to day operation of the different departments can only make 
destructive criticis the problems becomes just so much more diffi- 
cult. I have rece! vedgone helpful suggestions from Mr. Marcoux but 
this is the first timé that any help whatever has been offerred. 


Our main building is now in good condition and we are endeavouring 
to train the children to look after the equipment and keep damage 
to & mininuwm. The toilet facilities still leave much to be desired 
ag they are old fashioned troughs with an overhead flush tank. 


I am informed by the Engineering Services that long overdue repairs 
are to be made to our water system and it is hoped that when these 
are completed we will be able to spare sufficient water to have a 
skating rink for winter uge. Unless these repairs are attended to 
immediately there will be too much frost in the ground for anything 
to be done before next May. 


If you have any suggestions to make I shall be very glad to receive 
them and at least endeavour to carry them out.

Concerning the placement of the three children numbers, 
337-8-9 now at Portage La Prairie Residential School, please see 
attached copy of letter received from the Principal of the 
Portage Residential School dated October 10, 1951 advising of 
the transfer. In view of his statement that Regional Superintendent 
Mr. Davis was privéd@to that arrangement and that the transier 
would unite the brothers and sisters aad the transaction appeared 
very much in order and the parents of all the children concerned 
were very much satisfied. It was presumed that notification of 
these changes would be conveyed to Department by the Principals 
of the schools by means of their quarterly reports. In the case 
of Elizabeth Apetagon #0404 now at Portage La Prairie School amé 
while application and approval ©. was received for Brandon it 
was felt by the writer that this girl's delayed entrance to school 
would be more acceptable at Portage than at Brandon which latter 
institution had received a greater number of new pupils from this 
Agency this term.

When the new children came some already here felt very 
badly when they learned their brothers and sisters were going to 
Brandon School. One day later when Mr. Davis and Mr. Strapp 
were both here we talked it over and it was agreed that we 
trade three in order to keep the families together. On September 
19th, I sent you a list of the children here from your Agency 
but neglected to draw your attention to the fact that we had 
traded Publius Harper, Talbot Harper and Julia Harper for 
Tiras Beardy, John James Monias and John Angus Mc Kay. 

Tiras Beardy's sister Barbara, and brother Epstein have been 
here for the past two years; John James Monias has a sister 
Isabel here for one year; and John Angus Mc Kay has a brother 
Peter here also a year. Our children are all very pleased and 
happy over the present arrangement. 


I do hope that this is satisfactory to you and does not 
cuase you any invonvenience.

When we took over this school eight 
years ago there was & fine herd of Holstein cattle 
but for a number of years they had not been tested. 
We were doubtful of some of them and arranged with 
the Department to have the test made. very milk- 
ing cowwent down and the herd was practically 
wiped out. We started a new herd that autumn 
with purebred dual-purpose Shorthorns. iwery 
animal purchased was 1.3. tested.In 1933 we received 
our accredited herd certificate and, fortunately, 
have retained it constantly ever since. ‘the last 
annual test is dated May 16th, 1957. We have in 
all 56 females in the herd, about twenty milking 
at one time.

I am sorry to have to report that when we went 
to the cow-barn on Sunday morning we found one of our 
mogt valuable heifers dead. As we could discover no 
cause, we phoned Dr. Harry Ross, who does our veterinary 
work. He came out immediately and diagnosed the trouble 
as black-leg. We immediately burned the carcas and ewery- 
thing pertaining to it and nad him go shead at once and 
vaccinate all the younger animals in the herd, fifty 
head in all. He will also do our new herd sire which 
we expect to arrive on Monday next. Dr. Ross told us 
that if twenty-four hours lapsed without any further 
trouble we were likely safe from any spread of the 
disease in the herd. It ig now forty-eight hours, and 
no Symptoms have occumed. 


We have no idea whatever 4s to how the disease was 
contracted. lio outside animal has been brought on the 
place for months, and none of the cattle that were in the 
stable at the time have been off the farm, except & lew 
heifers that have been taken over to the sxperimental 
Perm during the recent months, and there has been no 
trouble of this kind in their herd.

We have about forty members in 
the troop. I have gone to the expense of getting them 4 
special Boy Scout outfit which cost $300. My son, Fred, was 
appointed assistant Scout Master. Lieut. Hetherington went 
overseas with the 203rd Battalion, and was wounded on the 1fth 
of April, and died on the 15th. 

The boys are very anxious that they shall continue 
thia Scout work. I have secured the assistance of a returned 
soldier to help in the movement, and the boys are very anxious 
to have a bugle band, consisting of about ten bugles and two 
or three drums. The cost will be in the neighborhood of $125 
or $150. I would consider it a great favor if the Department 
would encourage this movement by providing these bugles and 
drums. Personally I am strongly of the opinion that the move~- 
ment is a great help to the building up of character, and in 
the physical training of the boys. Pavorable consideration 
of thie request will be greatly appreciated.

After favorable correspondence with you last year we started 
three boys in a Three-Year's Course at the Technical School 
for Automotive Mechanics in Brandon. So far the venture has 
turned out very satisfactory. Akk three boys passed with 

good standing and are showing decided aptitude and efficiency 
in this kind of work. Maurice Grey, while home during the 
swaner on the reserve at Sintaluta, reconstructed a McLaughlin 
car owned by his family into a truck. His work in doing this 
attracted the attention and approval of the Indians on the 
reserve and some who visited them from other reserves. 


This year six other boys requested to be allowed to take this 
Course. But @ regulation of the City School Board limited the 
attendance of boys from outside the city and only four of the 
six were admitted, to commence the Course this year. All four 
geem to be doing well, though we had some doubts in regard to 
one of them and arranged with the Principal to substitute 
another boy if he did not make good. Ee is exceeding our 
expectations. 


It is quite probable that there will be more applications on the 
part of both boys and pafents to take this Course than We/can 
accommodate. It is probable that four a year will be the limit. 
If fou enter each year it will soon mean that twelve of our boys 
will be taking this Course, four graduating and four entering 
each year. When we return to anything like normal conditions 
there should be good openings for well-trained and effieient 
mechanics. It seems desirable, therefore, that we should take 
advantage of this opportunity to give as many as possible of our 
boys who are trustworthy and who show aptitude for this work 
this very splendid training, which is given in Brandon end only 
in a few other phaces in Western Canada.

Dear Sir: 


I have just reteived a letter from Rev. Ke. J. Beaton of 
our Home Mission Office suggesting that I send you a few 
copies of the circular letter which I sent this year to 
parents, Indian Agents and Missionaries among the Indians. 
I am therefore enclosing four copies herewith. 


I have felt very much recently like writing you in regard 

to the Technical School here. On account of financial 
difficulties the Provincial Government has reduced its 

grant for this school very seriously and as the Dominion 

grant for this kind of education is an anount equal to the 
Provincial grant the funds available for the school will be 

80 reduced as to make its continuation problematical, 
Negotiations are now being carried on by which the Dominion 
Government is requested to accept a grant from the }funicipal- 
ity in lieu of the amount which the Provincial Government 

has previously paid and make their grant the same as in former 
years. I have been informed that & great deal of influence 
will have to be exercised on the Dominion Government to secure 
this result. 


On account of the above facts I felt I wanted to state to 
you my convictions in regard to the service thés Technical 
School is rendering to our bows. If you see fit to do so 
it might be that a word from you would carry considerable 
weight with the Minister of Labor in regard to the grant 
requested. 
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I am quite convinced that Technical and Vocational Bducation 
are bound to receive greater emphasis in the future and 
mechanically trained men will be in greater demand than ever 
ané these schools can render & very great service in this 
d@irection especially at & time like this when so many bo;s 
in their later teens are unemployed and can be trained for 
useful and productive service instead of drifting into igi 
and useless lives which will become a menace in the future. 


I wish also to say that this $chool and the course given to 
our boys has given “ll seven of them a new ambition in life. 
They are taxing & ‘reat interest in their work and are having 
a splendid affect on the spirit of the School. ‘The fact that 
all seven have passed with the lowest average being 72% has 
been an inspiration to the other pupils. 


If this School continues and your Department approves of it 
I would have no diffuclty in placing three or tour new boys 
in the School each year thus having nine to twelve in atten- 
dance regularly and three or four graduating each year. 
I must apoligise for the length of this letter.

I have your letter of the 13th instant, with 
reference to the Technical School in Brandon. 


I visited the Labour Department and discussed 
this matter. The Act under which grants were set aside 
for technical education expressly prohibits the Dominion 
Government from accept a grant from the municipality 
towards the cost of runn expenses of technical schools 
in lieu of the grant from the Provincial Government. I 
was informed that there was a balance to the credit of 
the Manitoba Government for technical education to the 
amount of $400,000 but that, as the Provincial Government 
was unable to contribute towards the cost of technical 
schools, it was doubtful if this amount would not lapse. 
I may add that all grants for technical education will 
lapse as from March 31, 1934, unless further extended by 
Act of Parliament. 


Should the authorities in Brandon who are 
responsible for the conducting of the Technical School 
be unable to continue this activity during the com: 
school year, the only recourse, in so far as the Indian 
pupile who have been attending are concerned, is to 
grant them their discharge and allow them to return to 
their homes. However, should it be possible that arrange- 
ments can be completed to continue the Technical School 
during the onan academic year, thie Department will 
continue to provide the advanced educational grant at 
the rate of $50 for each pupil, as was done last year. 


I am pleased to note that the seven boys who 
attended technical school last year took such an interest 
in their work and obtained such excellent results. It 
is noted that, should the school continue, you will 
likely be placing three or four new boys, thue having 
from nine to twelve in attendance regularly. 


With reference to the pupile who are taking 
advanced educational work in the Brandon School, the 
Department will await a reply to letter dated June 25th, 
last, when further consideration will be given as to 
the grant that can be allowed in their case.

and deep concentration on the part of the children to achieve 
their goel, the children assure me that bri | are prepered to 
apply themselves to the utmost of their ability in order that 
they may qualify themselves to work in their chosen fields. 


Mr Anderson and Mr Bird have offered to bear part of the 
expense of this training to the extent of $75,00 per Annum, I 
cannet speak for Mr Ahenakew, but I am sure that he would be 
willing to contribute a like amount toward the expense of his 
daughters training, in the case of Mr Goforth; this man is not 
the type to extend himself sufficiently to enable him to make 
any definite contribution but his daughéer is very anxious to 
continue and if the Department could see their way clear to 
extend High School privileges to her I am sure she would make 
the very best use of the advantages offered. 


Doris Anderson, Catherine Ahenakew and Gerald Bird have 
very good ability and have proven exceptional Pupils and I would

Your letter of May 28th #133-0-22 has just come in , 
and I note that you are in error as to the arrangement 
concerning the grant for pupils taking advanced education. 


When I took over the School twelve years ago $50.00 each 
was being paid for 811 pupils above grade 8. The first 
year we operated there were about 30 in the list, and we 
received approximately $1500.00. When Mr. Sutherland of 
the Dept. visited us about that time we negotiated a new 
arrangement whereby we would receive $25.00 for those 
taking their work in the School here, and $50.00 each for 
those attending the Collegiate, Normal School, Technical 
School, or Business College. This extra $25. 00 was in 
consideration of three things; transportation which meant 
two trips & day, extra clothing required to correspond 
with Collegiate standards, then these pupils are not able 
Pe tala anything to speak of to the work of the 
School. 


If you will look over the recoras you will find that 
during these eleven years the School Board fees have been 
paid by the Department end not by us out of the $50.00 
grant.

I received your letter of March lst, file 


133-0-22, when I was used up with the 'flu and so the 
reply has been held over for a little while. 


Le@t year, in reference to high school students, 

_+ you stated it was not the intention of the Department 
to give extra grants for pupils entering high school for 
the first time. So we were allowed extra grants this year 
only for pupils who had already started their high school 
work, I thus understood it was the matter of the special 
grant to which the Department took exception in these 
times. Our senior teacher teaches grades 9 and 10 in his 
Classroom, grades 11 and 12 attend the Brandon Collegiate. 
The pupils who had passed their grade 8 and were not yet 
16 automatically went on to grade 9 in our senior class- 
room. Some of the pupils mentioned in your letter were 
transferred from Round Lake School and some from File 
Hills School to take their grade 9. I have not the 
bepartment's letters in reference to this, but I have 
letters from the principals saying that the transfers 
Were approved by the Department on the understanding 
there would be no extra grant. 


In reference to Kdwin Smith, there has been 
a little slip seme place. He never has been taking 
Technical work, He has been taking grade 11 in the 
Brandon Collegiate, as per request made last year. 
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Page 2. ; 

Derothy Bear, #0508, failed in grade 10 last year, 
not grade 9, and has heen repeating her year in our class- 
room, This year she has shown splendid progress in her grade.

In view of the information now before us, 
the Department is prepared to enroll Douglas Gaddie, 
Robert Stevenson, Joseph Crowe and Albert Bear as Grade 9 
pupils at the Brandon Residential School, These pupils, 
however, should be enrolled on the definite understanding 
that after they have completed Grade 9 they will proceed 
with vocational or semi-vocational courses, It has been 
our experience that pupils who take the regular high 
school or academic course have difficulty in securing 
profitable employment after graduation and those of them 
who return to the reserve do not appear to be in any 
sense more successful than pupils who have left school, 
having completed Grade &, 


In view of the acute shortage of skilled 
mechanics throughout the Dominion, the Minister is partic- 
ularly anxious that the brighter Indian pupils should be 
encouraged to take practical courses. It is our intention 
to heve the courses provided at Brancon investigated by 
a representative of the Department, if at all possible, 
during the present academic year.

Jear Mr Clarke, 

I have a boy here by name of Edwin Smith or 
LeClerc. He has been working at the C.P.R. car Shops in the City 
but has been staying at the School. About three weeks ago he 
informed me that he had contracted venereal disease and wanted 
advise. I got in touch with our Doctor who gave him an examination 
and finally pronouneed him as a positive case and prescribed 
treatment. On Sunday last Edwin cpmplained of severe pains in his 
right leg and ankle. By night he was unable to walk and has been 
in bed since that time. I called the Doctor bybtelephone and he 
advised me that it in all probability was an arthritic condition 
set up by the infection and would not subside until the infection 
abated and tim possibility not even then. Because of Edwin's 
condition and the possibility of the infection being passed on 
to pupils who would have to give him attention and handling 
clothing and utensils for him, the Doctor strongly advised that he 
be removed to hospital as he is not in condition to return to his 
home reserve.

I expect shortly to be in a position to give you 
a more extended report on the Conference of Principals of Indian 
Residential Schools, held in Winnipeg last week; but, in the mean- 
time, I want to take up with you the question of special grants 
for pupils taking Grade IX and possibly Grade X in a school where 
this can be done, I have always understood from you that, where a 
pupil showed aptitude and a likelihood of profitting by the instruc- 
tion, the Department was not only ready, but indeed anxious, to pay 
these grants. 


It was reported that there were five pupils taking 
Grade IX in Brandon this year and that grants had been refused for 
them, although payment had been made in the case of pupils similarly 
situated at Edmonton. I am well aware of the fact that difficulties 
arising in connection with such cases as these are easily straightened 
up. That is the reason I am writing to you. I shall be glad to know 
if it is still the policy of the Department to encourage these child- 
ren to take higher training when they are fitted for it. Perhaps you 
would be good enough to look up your file on Brandon and see if any 
have been refused and the reason for the refusal,

I have for acknowledgment your letter of 
October 26, in which you refer to five Indian pupils now 
taking Grade 9 instruction at Brandon and all of whom are 
anxious to secure tuition grants from this Department. 


Despite the somewhat limited staff at my 
disposal, I have had the officers here undertake a diligent 
search of the files, with the object of discovering why 
these tuition grants were refused. Having undertaken this 
search, however, I can only state that there is not a 
vestige of evidence on file to indicate that the grants 
were either requested by the Principal or refused by this 
Branch, The last request for a grant at Brandon was sent 
in Indian Agent W.J.D. Kerley, of Broadview, Sask., on 
behalf of Marion Bear, who was anxious to take up high 
school studies at Brandon. Mr. Kerley's letter is dated 
September 5 and the tuition grant was authorized on Sept- 
ember 14, It has always been understood, between the 
Principal of the Brandon School and this Department, that 
a@ number of tet tiem greet? were awarded to high school 
pupils, annually, 4t is somewhat difficult for me to 
realize how this misunderstanding has arisen. You might 
communicate with us again in respect to this matter. 


It is my hope that I shall be able to 
visit Toronto some time during the week ending November 
18 and I should welcome an opportunity to discuss a 
number of matters with you during the course of my 
visit to the city.

I hed a conference with Mr. Reid thie morning and he is of the 
opinion that only the strongest of our students can make the 
many adjustments that are necessary for them to make between 
the type of life they have to live in the residential school, 
with one teacher taking all subjects, and the entirely new set 
of conditions in the collegiate school where different teachers 
take individual subjects. 


4s you know,I took over this echool about two and a half years 
ago and so have not had very tmoh time in which to study the 
a@ifficulties encountered by our students who attend the collegiate 
classes. I have formed the opinion that they would make much 
better progress if they entered the grade x classes in collegiate 
instead of taking the course in residential school. This would 
put them on the same level with all the other students who were 
starting collegiate classes and would permit them to make their 
adjuetments under more favorable conditions. 


I would appreciate your consideration of the course to be adopted 

in the case of these pupils. I do not feel that the would do 

very much to improve their standing if they savented to grade x 

in residential school for the balance of their year, but can see 

how they Hg benifit greatly by attending classes at the collegiate 
in grade X for the balance of the year. They all have @ clear 
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grade X standing and so would not be required to write the 
examinations at the end of the term. 


I @iseussed this possibility with Mr. Reid and he is willing 
to try the experiment,provided a number of other students who 
41@ not pass their examinations revert to the grade X classes. 
as Mr. Reid has yet to contact the parents of these other 
studentea he ie not yet sure as to what the decision in their 
cases Will be. . 


Collegiate classes resume on Monday January 6th.

INSTRUCTIONS 


When a pupil of an Indian Residential School dies, the Principal is required to inform the 


Indian Agent at once. 


On receipt of the Principal’s notice the Indian Agent shall convene a Board of Inquiry, 
consisting of himself as Chairman, the Principal of the Residential School, and the Medical 
Officer who attended the deceased pupil. These members of the Board shall, in each other’s 
presence, complete this memorandum, which shall then be forwarded to the Department of 


Indian Affairs, Ottawa, in one copy 


The Board of Inquiry shall, if at all practicable assemble within 48 hours of the pupil's 
death. 


The parents or guardians of the deceased pupil shall be given notice of this inquiry and be 
permitted to attend it or to send a representative. They or their representative shall be asked 
if they wish to make a statement. In the event of their so wishing, their statement shall be 
attached to the report. The inquiry, however, shall not be delayed more than 72 hours after 
the time at which it would otherwise be held, to enable them to attend it. 


If the Indian Agent is located at such a distance from the school as to make it imprac- 
ticable for him to attend the Board, he shall request a responsible local resident to act for him. 
A suitable person for this duty would be a Justice of the Peace or a member of the Royal 
Canadian Mounted or Provincial Police. A more or less permanent arrangement of this kind 
might be necessary in some cases. The Department is prepared to pay a reasonable fee for 
this duty, on the Agent’s recommendation. The report of the Board, in any case, must reach 
the Department through the Indian Agent’s office. 


This inquiry is not designed to take the place of, or prevent, any other inquiry, including 
an inqtest, which may be required by law 


If the pupil died as the result of an accident, the Indian Agent is required to take the state- 
ments of the witnesses of the accident, and attach them to thie memorandum,

Mr. Strapp has written to say that a pupil, 
Roderick Beardy, died following an accident. There was an 
enquiry held by Mr, Davis and Mr, Young, after which Mr. Davis 
gave instructions to proceed with the funeral, Now, the ques- 
tion is -- who is going to pay the expenses? It may be quite 
satisfactory from the Department's standpoint to state that 
“when a pupil dies at an Indian residential school, it has 
always been the policy for the school to provide funeral ex- 
penses." If so, it is time there was a new policy set up. 


The per capita which we receive to cover 
the expenses of the pupil ceases the day he dies, and I think 
that, that being so, your Department is responsible for dealing 
with the body after the pupil dies, or else continuing the per 
capita. We are only authorized to expend money which we receive, 


Now, it is a question of who is going to pay 
the $62.00 for the cost of the funeral, As a matter of fact, 
the point is -- who ordered the funeral?

Permit me to present,with respect, for your 
consideration the following observations and the request 
that I have been asked to submit to you, 

As Roman Catholic missionary since 1874 amonr 
the Indians of the Churchill and Nelson rivers, I have 
alvays been occupied with the spiritual and temporal 
affairs of my faithful people. Aged 61 years, I have 
spent nearly 55 of them with these poor brave natives. 

Thoseof Cross Lake where I have been for 
7 years, and who are connected with the Norway House 
agency, urgently ask to have a boardiny school on their 
reserve, I speak in the name of the Roman Catholic 
population of the place, 

Their country is poor in fur, the fisheries 
of white men have ruined their lakes and rivers: in order 
o earn their living they are obliged to go far away from 
@ reserve in order to seek elsewhere the means of a 
/livelihood, and thus their children have to give up 
the day school and forget their lessons, These poor 
Indians ean still find food, but they have nothing to clothe 
themselves with, It would be a great benefit for them if 
the Government, usually so paternal towards the natives 
of the country, would come to their assistance, The 
greatest good for them and what they desire earnestly would 
be to give them a boarding school at Cross Lake, so that 


their children might be kept there, cared for, clothed, 
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fed and educated from five or six years of age until 
twelve or fifteen, The parents would then be able more 
easily to go and work elsewhere , and their children would 
be taken care of and well brought up. I have said very 
often to the agent, and to the inspectors of reserves, that 
the young generation of our Indians will never be well 
brought up unless we have for them a boarding school at 
Cross Lake; and in speaking thus I am thinking especially 
of their morality. Experience and the excercise of my 
ministry prove to me that it is impossible to make this 
young generation moral without a boarding school, If the 
Government will grant it to us, we shall have at once at 
least four good nuns for this purpose. 

The Methodists have a school at Norway House, 
gur Roman Catholies cannot send the tlenildren to that school, 
and besides there would be no room for all the children, 


and then it must be said that the morality leaves much to 


be desired.in this school as proved by regret&ible facts 
many even of 
that have occurred twice within a short time; 


the Protestants desire to see a Roman Catholic boarding 
school at Cross Lake, 

At Cross Lake there is fairly good land for 
cultivation, of which to make gardens and fields; there 
is plenty of hay for stock, and fish are fairly abundant, 
so that everything contributes to the easy maintenance of 
a boarding school, S8uilding timber is at their doors , 80 
to speak. 

We have at Cross Lake 46 Roman Catholic families 
and 537 Methodist, The majority of the population is thus 
Roman Catholic, We have at least 50 children who could 
attend school , although our day school counts on only from 
15 to 25 usually, 

If we had a boarding school, all the children 


would go there, and we have other Roman Catholie ehildren 
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besides in the district who would go to our school. The 
Methodist chergymen say everywhere that we shall never 
have a school and that the Government will never grant 


favours to the Roman Catholics, I know that this is not 


true, but I wish that it were not true at Cross Lake. If 


the dovernment grants us a boarding school at Cross Lake, 

we shall have some nuns, and one of them who speaks English 
well would teach the enildren and the other nuns would 
engage in gharitable work,as for example , take care of the 
She swen on the reserve. I recollect that in 1887 measles 
spread among our population; there were 75 deaths in two 
months, Neither companies, merchants war any white men 
eoncerned themselves about these poor sick people, I spent 
all my time in visiting them, caring for them, and administer- 
ing to them. I spent all I had in their assistance, Bishop 
Tache knew it; he complimented me and thanked me for it; 

put I never received anything from the public but at the 
present time ,on the eve of seeing our country invaded by 
white men, at the moment when they are engaged in the 
pbuilding of the railway between the Nelson and the Churchill, 
I ask as a favour that the Canadian Government be kind 
enough tc have pity on our Indians. 

We have two missions well established on the 
Nelson, at Cross Lake,and at Norway House. 

We have a day school at Cross Lake, We have none 
yet at Norway House; now we ask for a boarding sehool at 
Cross Lake and a day school at Norway House, FBP RBAr1y 
For nearly thirty years I worked in the midst of the Indians 
of the Churchill and of the Nelson, This is the first 
considerable favour that I have asked of the Government. 

Let me hope that you will comply with my request. 
The Indians and the Roman Catholic missionaries of Cross 


Lake and Norway House will alwaya be much obliged to the

You will perhaps remember that the Reva.Frs.Poi- 
tras and Gendreau of Winnipeg made application some two years ago 
for the establishment of an Indian Boarding School at Crose-Lake, 
Keewatin. Certain guarantees having been obtained,Sisters were sent, 
@na@ the school started--a move which was subsequently regretted, 
ae Mgr Langevin found that Crose-Lake was not a suitable centre for 
Such an establishment on account of ite distance from civilization, 
and consequent difficulties of transport. During the month of Aug. 
last His Lordship recalled the Sisters to Norway House whence the 
means of communication with Winnipeg are better,On account of the 
regular steamboat service. A small school was opened there,and a 
g00d saw-mill with steam motor installed: We would now like to uti- 
lize this plant to prepare building material for a permanent 
school-house. Before undertaking thig,we would wish to have the ape 
probation of your Department,and I therefore ask fou to authorize 
the errection of a school at Norway House according to the new 
regulations and capable of receiving at least forty Indian children.

I beg te submit the application ef the Rt. Rev. Bishep 

Gharlebois, Vicar Apestelio ef Keewatin, fer the establishment of a 
Bearding School at Nerway House. He proposes to put up a building 

on plane approved by the Department which will accommodate at least 
40 Indian children and asks that‘\a per capita grant be provided for 
them. The Oathelic Missions in that district have net been long 
established but Bishop Charlebois informs me that he has received 
gratifying reperts of their progress. 

It is impossible in this connection not to mention the Meth- 
ediet werk at Nerway House which has been established a great many 
years. The situation so far as the Methodists are concerned is that 
they look te the Department to build them at an early date a conmod- 
ious new boarding school as the present quarters are in no way suite 
able. Thies will entail a large expenditure. 

I think we will have te consider Bishop Charlebois’ suggestion 
but the Minister will have to say whether the amount could be provid™= 
od for the next fiscal peat as the appropriation will have to be in- 


creased, The present Estimates will be fully taxed in meeting the 
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expenditure already pledged. 

Bishop Charlebois states that a Saw Mil) has been erected 
by the Mission at Norway House, and he is prepared to put up @ 
building which will qualify for the $100.00 per capita grant, upon 
plans approved by the Departmerit.

The Norway House Indians are almost entirely 
Methodist, with only a few other families, cortainly 
not enough to warrant any other school bdeing 
established there. 

You are no doubt fully aware ef the 
sensitiveness with whieh the churehes coneserned view 
the matter of unnecessary overlapping in educational 
and missionary work among the Indians. I! venture to 
think that if the Reman Catholic church be assisted 
in their invasion of Methodist territory at Norway 
Heuse, the whole issue of the relation of the churches 
to the Indian Werk will at once de raised. 

I sincerely trust that the Department 
will seriously consider such a matter before lending 
their support to the suggested transfer.

I have to report further on the educational situation 
at Norway House, and would refer to my memorandum of the 0th. of 
February written upon Bishop Charlebois! request that the Department 
would guerantee a per capita grant for 40 pupile for a new Roman 
Catholic Boarding School at Norway House. In thie connection the 
letter from Dr. Egerton Shore, with enclosure from the Rev. J. A. 
Lousley, Principal of the Methodist Boarding School st Norway House, 
ghould be read. ‘The facts from the standpoint of the Roman Catholics 
are shown in Bishop Charlémpist letter below my memorandum of the 
Toth. February. 

This is a diffioult metter to deal with as a decision is 
likely tc awaken criticiem from either one party or the other, but 
that ie no reason why it should not be dealt with justly end to some 
extent in accordance with Settee, Mr. Lousley, it appears to me, 
mixes the missionary question with the question of Indian education. 
With the former, we, as a Department of Government, have nothing wha! 
ever to do and our jurisdiction and responsibility extends only to 
the educational field. I do not think that we could admit with 


reference to the latter point that any Church has a right to exclude 
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caucational effort from a certain field becomes it hae thrown shale 
ite: missionary aegie over the territory. 

To take the present case as an example, it would surely be 
untenable for the Methodists to olaim that because they have estab- 
lished a Boarding School at Norway House, recognised by the Department, 
and receive grents for certain day schools, they are thereby entitled 


to claim exclusive righte to the teaching privileges in the vast

district eempréeed in ir. Lousley's letter. Certainly, it is a fact 


that a very small proportion of the children Who could attend a 
Boarding School, oan be accommodated in the Norway House building, 
and the day schools by reason of the hunting and fishing pursuits of 
the parents cannot be operated with eny degree of success,  Rxtix 
tedenemenrtentepeetion ot quosaletieing: There is cooperation 
between the Government and several religious denominations in the 
education of the Indians, partéésutarly with reference to the estab~ 
tablishment and maintenance of residential schools, and the Churches 
have been given to understand that the Department will not be respon- 
sible in any way for a residential school erected without ite sanotion. 
Under thie rule Bishop Charlebois comes to us with his case. If it 
were a known fact that every Indian in this territory was an adher~ 
ent of the Methodist Clurch it would be oppressive vere the Governnent 
to recognize and contribute funds towards the support of a Roman 
Catholic or Church of Bngland Boafding School, tut in the country with 
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which we are dealing there mst be Inndrede of children who are to all 
intents and purposes pagans, whose parents are not adherents of 

the Methodist Qhurch and who equally with all Indians require educat~ 
jonal facilities. Now if the Methodists are treated fairly by the 
Government with reference to their needs in the Norway House district 
why should they complain if the Government also recognizes the 

of the Roman Gatholio Clurch in a district in which they have already 
a footing and in whioh they endeavor to provide for the education of 
pagan children. 

The school regulations, which have the force of law, provide 
that no Protestant child shall be committed to a Roman Catholic 
School and vice versa. This refers to “legal commitment" but the 
regulations of the Department are even more stringent and will not 
allow a Protestant child to be taken into residence in a Catholic am 
school and vice versa, so the Methodist children are fully protected 
and cannot be taken into the Roman Catholic school. 

It appears to me that in considering the situation atnNorway 
House the application of Bishop Charlebois, the protests of the 
Methodist Church, and the present condition of the Methodist Schools 
in that district should all be carefully weighed. At present, Par~ 
liament has provided no funds for the per capita grent to the school 

desired by Bishop Charlebois and although, the Methodist Church has fa 
several years asked for a grant for a new school building at Norway 
House we have not been able to meet the demand. I think that action 


— 
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should be postponed until the Government sees fit to give the Meth- 
odiete a new Boerding School with accommodation for 126 pupils at 
Norway House, and to give a grant for 40 pupils to the R. C. Boarding 
School, and that both itens be considered in connection with the 
Eetinates for 1912-18. If the Government grants this money the 
Methodists will have no omse for complaint as the large capital 
expenditure which they are unable to make will be made by the Govern- 
ment. ‘The Roman Catholicos will have no cause for complaint because 
we will become responsible for the maintenance grant of a school 
which they have funds to build in a field in which they have not mary 
adherents but in which the pagan element is sufficiently strong to 


warrant a second Residential School.

the purpose. Provision, however, was made in the current 
year's estimates for 40 pupils.

be made. A copy of the agreement for the maintenance and 
management of boarding schools was also sent him, 

On the same date the Department wrote to Mr, 


Agent stewart, Norway House, advising him that application

In forwarding the Memorandum to Couneil 
to you dated the 12th. January, accepting the lowest 
tender for the construction of the Roman Catholic 
boarding school building at Cross Lake, I beg to 
point out that this school is to provide for the children 
of the Roman Catholic Indians in the diocese of 
Keewatin, and that the activities of the church 
so far as they are aided by the Government, are to 
be limited to this school. A few residential pupils 
were accommodated at Norway House but these pupils 
are to be transferred to the Cross lake school 
when it is completed. 

4s the Department is constantly being pressed 


for the erection of buildings for residential schools, 
principally in remote districts, where the Indians 


have not at present such educational advantages, I 


think it well to endeavour to fix a policy for the 
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Department with reference to future grants for 
educational purposes. So far as these demands are 
eongerned, the educational field may be divided 
into two classes. 

(1) Sohools which are already established 
in more or less settled districts. The requisitions 
made upon us for pbuilding expenditure for this 
elass of schools are for repairs and enlargements, 
and in some cases complete rebuilding. It should 
be remembered that most of these schools were erected 
by the church authorities or by the Department 
without any attention to sanitary arrangements. In 
many cases they have fallen into disrepair and are 
not suitable for the work which is carried on within 
their walls. 

(2) Sehools which are intended to supplement 
the missionaries’ efforts to evangelize the Indians. 
The majority of these applications must necessarily 
come from remote districts where the Indians earn their 
livelihood by hunting and fishing. 

It seems to me clear that our first duty is 


to meet the needs which arise in class 1, and to consider 
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4t our first object to thoroughly equip the old 
institutions. 

When the question of Indian Education was being 
gonsidered by your predecessor in office in the autumn 
of 1910, and when the per capita grants were increased 
and the schools standardized, we stated on the authority 
of Hon. Mr. Oliver that the Government was willing to 
spend a moderate amount from year to year in establishing 
new and modern buildings, but would not undertake to 
furnish modern buildings in all cases where they are 
required within a short space of time. 

Our main Estimates for the current year pro~- 
vide for $342,000.00 for buildings for residential schools 
and $10,925.00 for buildings for day schools. It seems 
to me that that is a fair annual expenditure for some 
years to come. At that rate of expenditure we should 
be able in two years to meet all the requirements of 
the older institutions. 


I trust this outline of policy will meet with

Oa the 8th of Jaauary 
I left the Agency for Split Lake aad arrived at Cross Lake 
on the waiuth. I remained at Cross Lake on Sunday and on Mon- 
day the TIth,I left Gross Lake for Split Lake and arrived there 
on the I7th after a fairly good journey,with the exception of 
one day at Thicket Portage where we had to lay over on account 
of a blizzard. On Wonday the [Sth,T held a meeting with the 
Thief William KitehiXeesick and Wr Fox also being present, the 
other councillors were not present as they were away hunting, 


I am glad to report that while a few 


} of the Indians at Split Lake are poor aad destitute aad are

j now that IT went there and saw the condition of the Indians at 
|} Split Lake myself,and explained to them how hey could avoid 
'peimg dependent on the Covermumeat for their food and clothing, 

| that they will make stronger efforts to hunt fur aad food in the 
}lakes close to their reserve. IT pointed out to them that T had 

| induced a trader to come amongst them who would pay better prboces 
| tor their fur than the M.B.Company were doing,aad that by huating 
| the kinds of fur that were fetchiag fair prices, they could easily 
‘be better off and more comfortable. I also explained to them 


srt the Pepartmenat would not assist able vodied men who would 


jaot try to help themselves. If a man who tried and failed, then 
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‘pessibly some assistance would be givea him so that he could 
make another effort. The Chief promised to see that his people 
would obey these instructions,aad that if they did aot try to 
help themselves, they woulé only have themselves to blame for 
being destitute, and that ao assistance would we given, ualess 
they made this effort. The Revd Mr Fox has kindly consented to 
act with the Chief and start all who are able to go and huat, 
and possibly give some of them some assistanoe,so as to enable 


them to go to their huatiag camps. 


7) Re Freighting of their Treaty and Bestitute Suppliee/ 


T also 
spoke to them of how that their Treaty and Bestitute Supplies 
would provavly come by rail as far as Thichet Portage next 
spring, which would be much closer than coming to Norway House. 

I made a careful calaulation of what the rate per pound would 
be,and told them it would ve 43¢ a pound with rations included. 
The Chief has promised to get seven canoes to freight their 
supplies. The Nelson Mouse Tudiaus have also agreed to come to 
Thicket Portage for their supplies. The money they earn on their 
freighting to we paid them at Treaty time. Wr Cowan a merchant 
it Thicket Portage has promised to receive and store the 1.8. 
supplies for these two reserves,aad also to furnish them with 
rations for thei’ trip home. 

I would here beg to state that T 
think this the most direct way of getting the supplies forwarded 
for these two reserves,Nelson House and Split Lake. Next year 

the supplies could be forwarded to the Maaitou rapide oa the 
Nelsom river,which would be much shorter again for the Split 
Lake Indians, but I think Thicket Portage would we closer for the 
Neleom Mouse Tadians thaa coming to the Manitou. The only advaa~- 
tage to the Nelson House Indiane in coming to the Manitou, 

would be that there would not be so much portaging to do,and 
their supplies could be laaded at Neleon Mouse in a much better

It would come as & great 
hardship to these poor Indiane who have given their children to 
be educated, fed,and clothed,and also, how to live cleaner lives, 
to be forced to take their children back to their homes,after 
secing the goo@ and thoughtful care taken of them.

Rev. Father Lecog recently 
transferred the puptis from the boarding school at Norway 
House and has opened a boarding school ‘in the Mission 
butidings at Oross Lake until the new school buildings 
which are being erected at that point are completed. The 
first intimation of the transfer of this school,to Oross 
Lake was: contained in a letter of Agent stewart of the 7th 
of January, last. 

The buildings being used for school purposes 
are a main building, in which the girls and the sisters of 
the staff are housed, 40 by 56 feet, one storey, attached to 
the church, The residence of Father Lecog is used as a 
dormitory for the boys and is 16 by 34 fect, The children 
are taught in the day school building. It is the intention 
of the Principal in the spring to erect tents to be used as 
dormitories, The Principal states that with the accommodatiom 
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he has he can take care of twenty-five pupiis and asks 


that the Department allow him a per capita grant for that

The deficit appears to be $3713.17, but I take the 
liberty to point out that the wages of the principal omplyees of the 
School, the Brothors, to the amount of $2850.00 though charged in the 
Expenditure, wore not actually paid up and aro cancelled in the Re= 
ceipts' ntatemente df these wages aro taken into consideration the 
Deficit would bo brought up to $6563.17. Let me add also that the 
Principal of the School, Rev. Fr HeBoissin OeMele, who is giving all 
his time and attention to his duties is not taking any salary. In my 
judgment he should do so as he is entitled to it and if such a course 
was fohlowed I venture to say that the $3000.00 mark would be reached 
for the deficit. 

This deficit has been paid by His Lordship Bisho 
OeCharlebois OeMel. partly from money which he has obtained throug 
begging (literally) and which was destined to tho religious works of” 
his poor Diocese, edhe from charity gifts intended for his Indians, 
partly from money orrowed in order to meet up exponsese 

You will readily understand that we are in a very 
seyious position and consequently the prosent letter is an urgent 
appeal for help as we cannot bear the strain any longer and moreover 
as His Lorship is in nood of tho money he has so liberally advanceds” 

Let me say that the Department seoms to have,a great 
deal in order to copo with the situation arising out of the present 
war circumstances in granting an additional per capita grant of $10.00, 
but I feel sorry to say that in tho caso of Gross Lake School this 
genorous treatment has not been sufficient. The situation of the School 
and the difficulty of access are a cause of enormous expenses and even 
if the greatest of cares is taken sup lies are lost or deteriorated in 
the differont portages. Another ponsidorationis that as yet there is 
no farm in connection with the School and everything is to bo brought 
from Winnipeg or other places. The potato crop of last year was a total 
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g in perfect condition reached the School in a rotten statoe I do 
not montion flour and other commodities which are gonerally received 
in damaged condition totally inde endent of the shippers’ care and atq 
tentione I may mention that the flour supply for the presont yoar has 
reached Cross Lake in a very good state. 

We have been obliged to buy oats from Winnipeg and 
last Winter from Le Pase A few tons of hay ware also sent from the late 
ter place on horse trains from Mile 187, Hudson's Bay Railway, and the 
fanciful price paid may be oasily guessedyas well as that of the meat 
which came from the same pointe 

Another source of expenses was the buying of Fish 
which is a necessity in those regions. Having been unable to secure 
nots the Pfincipal was obliged to be Fish from local fishermen and 
the price paid was vase an item in the expense column.

However, 
I think that you are conversant enough with the facts to be ina suf- 
ficient position to take a generous course on behalf of Cross Lake 
Schoole I do not wish to point out the course to be followed but I 
would suggest the granting of a special bonus which would bring relief 
and permit us to continue tho wor which has been declared so satisfac- 
tory by the resident Agent.

lo-The School has become too small to accommo- 
date the present pupils, specielly the boye whose quarters (recrea- 
tion rooms and dormitories) are threatened of congestion; 

2o0-The numerous requests from all quarters for 
the admission of new pupils (on account of compulsory education) 
place the Administration in a rather Ziffioult predicament; 

30-A third class for smaller children is neces- 
gary but there is no place for it; 

4o0-The Indian Agent, Mr Taylor, has admitted the 
necessity of larger recreation rooms for the boys. 

THEREFORE the Sehool authorities submit to the 
Department the projeot of building an extension or annex to the 
Sohool which would relieve the congestion and allow the admission 
of more children. 

The said School authorities would be willing to 
look after the construction of the building and this to the satis- 
faction of the Department as past experience proves. 

The same School authorities would undertake to 
supply lumber and stone from the immediate surroundings of the School 
at juet the cost of labor. 

Finally the School authorities would respectfully 
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ask that immediate action be taken by the Department in order to fa- 
eilitate logging operations. The difficulties of transportation is 
another point to be taken into conside@rtion for a prompt decision 
in the matter.

inepected the Roman Catholic Boarding School (St. im 
Joseph's) at Cross Lake. 


BZ found everything at the School,in excellent 
order-All the rooms and halle were clean and well 
kept, the children were very clean, well olothed,and 
appeajred very healthy. Some of the rooms are too 
emall,in fact the accommodation at thie School ksh 
ghould be inoreased, The dormitories Were im excel~ 
: fs Somewhat crowded. The air-space of the 
main dormitories, however, was nearly doubled by leavw 
ing open the trapdoors into the attics above. The 
boys’ playroom is very much too small. 


The work in the class rooms is excellent, that in 
the senior room unusually good for Indian children. 
The girls and boys were very alert and responsive, 
and the discipline unueually good. Both teachers are 
new membere of the Staff since the Summer vacation. 


The School grew sufficient vegetables for their 
own uge in their garden,having had a good yield. They 
have horses, cows, pigs and chickene, thus producing a 
large part of their own food stuffs. They have built 
this year,a new log stable, which is very comfortable. 
Hay for stock is mare easily procured at Cross Lake 
than at Norway House, Fish are also fairly plentiful. 


The pupils here receive some instruction in the 
care of stock,handling of timber and freight, running 
of gasoline and steam engines, handling of boats, run~ 
ting a sawmill and planer, some weaving, sewing, and 
the ordinary domestic duties of the institution.

IT have the honor to report that on the 14th Inst. 
I made an inepection of Cross Lake Indian Boarding 
School.The whole building,from basement to garret was 
in excellent order and scrupulously clean. The day wae 
cold,but the temperature within the building was warm 
and comfortable. As stated in former reports,the rooms 
are small for the number of children,end would ordine 
arily be coneidered overcrowded, but the ventilation 
system appears to work so well,that the atmosphere is 
fresh and sweet,even in the dormitories a short time 
after the children were out of them. 


The diet of the children appears to be satisfactory 
as the average health is good.There are two or three 
cases of sickness,but the sick choldren are receiving 
excellent care. 


The children are being taught many useful indust- 
ries.All take a part in pte bs the dormitories, halls, 
eto. in spotless condition.Girlse learn to cook, sew, Wash 
iron.ete. very much ae they will have to do it in their 
own homes later,without e}aborate machinerysPoth boys 
and girle leara to knit,mend,weave,make garments, etc. 
The boys learn some engineering, some electrical work, gar 
cnspentzye@ 249929 shoe-making, blacksmithing, caring for 
and handling of etock,gardening, handling of bate etc. 


In the clase room excellent work is being done,and 
real progress made.There is no grade above Grade 6. but 
thie School was opened only a few years agos The teach= 
ergs here appear to have overcome the common difficulty 
in Indian echoole everywhere,and the children speak and 
read distinctly, apparently with understanding, and euffie 
ciently loud.Both are trained and experienced teachers. 
Writing, drawing and exercise booke show great care,neat- 
nees and accuracy. 


The grounds, stables and equipment are all well 
kept and in good condition.

A number of reasons might be aesigned for this, some 
of which are beyond the control of the Department, such 
as,~"The reaction from the first enthueiaem of the Ind- 
jane for the new echool,*® -"The discovery on the part of 
the Protestant parente that their children in thie sskas 
school are actually being educated as Roman Catholics", - 
"The Indiane,having played the two churches against each 
other to the limit,find it no longer effective",="The £% 
ill health of a number of the larger girls during the 
past year,with the death of some". 


There is another reason which may be beyond the con- 
trol of the Department,and which arises from the action 
of the Roman Catholic Church at Norway House,and which 
might be,at least diecouraged.There are a number of Rom- 
an Catholic families at Norway House.The Roman Catholic 
Mieeion here was practically closed for some years.This 
property ie not on the Reserve.During the past year,a 
priest has been inAckarge,and a number of new buildings 
have been erected,and the old ones repaired. This summer 
a Bréther hae been added,also a Teacher and hie wifesA 
school hae been opened.Some children attend as day pup- 
ile.and some are boarderse.For the latter, the parents pay 
a emall eum r month for board.Some of the children are 
non=treaty ‘and some are Treaty.In my opinion,and 7 have 
already suggested this to the priest in charge,the Ind~ 
jan children who are residents at his school, should be 
candidates for the Cross Lake Peerding School,and he is 
competing with their own school.He assured me that he 
would accept pupils only for one year,after which he & 
thought the parents would agree to send them to Crosa 
Lakes 


It ig probable that the Department will be approacheé 
with a request to recognize this school at Norway House, 
and to make a grant toward ite maintenance, Under the 
present circumstances, I would not recommend any assistance, 
unless ae to a emall day school,the larger proportion of 
the pupils of which are non-treaty. 

¥ As regards Crosse Lake Boarding School, the Principal 
has sugested compulsion,but I do not think the time op- 
portune for thie,sigfce the sickness and death of the large 
girie at the school has created a strong feeling among 

he Tndians,and with a reason which is,to their minds, soung

I beg to report that on Jan.9th I made an inspeo= 
tion of St.Joseph's Indian Boarding School at Cross Lake, 


thie Agency. 


In the class rooms the work is of a high order.Good 
practical work is taught,and the teaching is excellent. 
Progrees is shown from visit to visit, although at this 
vieit the children did not appear to grasp their work as 
well as ueual.This was probably dug to the fact that my 
vieit was on the third day of school after a couple of 
weeks absence from the class rooms during the Christmas 
holidays,and the children had not yet settled to regular 
routine work. 


The health of the children is very good,and is improve 
ing.Since my last visit,the children all had measles, but 
with two or three exceptions,no bad after effects have dev- 
eloped.As the weather was cold,the girls were not playing 
outside at the time of my visit,but the boys were spending 
a fair proportion of their time in the open air. 


The children were well clothed,and apparently well fed 
The school building was spotless and in perfect order. The 
outbuildings waned well kept.Only cow is in milk,but quite 
a number of eggs were beins gathered daily from the large 
number of hens. A good supply of potatoes and other veg=- 
etables were grown in the school garden last seasons Beef 
is being secured from The Pas at a reasonable price, alte 
though the freight almost equals the original price.There 
is a good supply of fish on hand. 


The Government property here is well cared fore! find? 
that one division of the septic tank has fallen in, Thie 
will require replaceAment in the early summer. 


The new addition has been walled in two stories ab- 

ve the basement, and is a good wall.A part of the floor- 
ing hae also been done.Thie addition, when completed, will 
make the accommodations very much better,allowing more 
room.In my opinion, this school has been eovercrowded,as the 
dormitories and classrooms are too small for the number 

ef pupils allowed.The ventilation system appears to work 
perfectly,ae I have not at any time been able to detect 
any taint in the air,although the rooms have been too 

full of pupils.

Just a few lines to let you know what the 
situation is regarding the Crosse Lake disaster. I first 
heard of this on the C. P, R. train on my way down to 
Portage La Prairie and immediately got in touch with The 
Pas and found that Bishop Charebois had left a few hours 
vefore for Crosse Lake by plane. I left word that I should 
be called up as soon as the plene returned and on the same 
evening I received a message saying that the plane nad re- 
turned after leaving the Bishop at Crosse Lake, pring ing 
pack five of the sisters, two of them very seriously inju- 
red, One with a broken back and the other with & proken leg. 
I was unable, however, to get any informetion as to what was 
actually required in tne way of food and clothing till the 
Bishop returned the next day and on Friday evening he called 
me up on the tphone and was able to give me the ages of the 
eighty children and I proceeded at one to secure complete 
outfits of clothing. I spent all day Saturday doing this and 
it was necessary to send the large consignment forward by ex= 
press in order to meke connection with the freight train going 
North from the Pas on Tuesday morning and if connection are 
made I hope that this clothing and blankets will be in the 
hands of the Principal of the school by Thursdsy. On Friday 
I wired Agent Gordon at Norway House and found that he had 
left for the scene of the disaster. He has since returned 
and informs me that eleven ehildren and one sister had pe- 
rished, that the school was completely gutted, that the po- 
lice are attempting to recover the bodies, that the other 
children were well with the exception of minor frost bites, 
that the food supplies were safe, that the staff and children 
were ocoupying the traders house and that some of the others 
are back on the reserves and that some of those that are

be only too glad to carry out any instructions which you wish 

to give,promptly, I may say that I sent forwerd a very complete 

outfit for the children, JI understand that two of the sisters 

who were seriously injured are now in the St. Boniface Hos- 

pital and that one of them is very low. 


Gordon suggests that Norway House children return 
home also the Island Lake and Gods Lake children be placed 
at the Roman Catholic Mission. He also suggests that the Nel- 
gon House and La Pas children be sent to Sturgeon Landing 
school. He also recommends the discharge of several of the ol- 
der children. He will write a full report to you which will

I advised him that I had purchased 
a large supply of clothing, including mocassins, caps, underwear, 
and suits for boys and girls, which was forwarded on the lst. 
instant, and of course has reached its destination long before 
this. I practised as much economy as I possibly could, but 
still the account will naturally run into a lot of money. 
These bills will be forwarded to the Department in due course. 


I gathered from the Bishop's conversation 
that there was nothing more could be done by the Department 
at present.

That ovening I once s plen of the building drawing «a 
separnte sketeh of each floor, and heve written in where ell persons 
were sleeping. 1 comsider the plan of the building with the czplam t- 
fone thereon will give a elearer ides of whet ococurred than my written 
ex>lemtion could. 


‘@ 4t took considerable time to make the plan of the 
building, -re “hanks and Constable Peach went on with their invesati;at- 
fon while | was getting the ley~out of the building. 


Um the following morning i interviewed the ‘rincipsl, 
father Trudesu, and his assistents, aleo tho sisters thet Const«ble 
Peach bed interviewed the night before. They told oe the sane story 
they bad told Consteble Peach. 
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) I next proceeded to naeke a thorough inspeotion of the ruins, 
accompenied by Or. Shanks end Constable ‘onohe 


Se found thet the Dullding was completely gutted but all 
evidence pointed to the fire leving burneé more fiercely in the old 
part of the building. The white wall plaster in the basement of 
the now wing and in the tasement of the obapel is still adhering to 
the stone ealls, but in the basement of the old building it is 
eompletely destroyed. Also the evidence of Father ‘rudesu points to 
this fect, and I have set fourth his views as to where the fire wee 
burning most fiercely when he saw it, on the plen of the basenent. 


Brother antony Boelveg who wee doing jemitor duty the nig ht of 
the fire, hed left for the reilrosd before we arrived and we vere 
unable to interview him. 


Hie will arrive in the Pas on “arch the Sth when Inspector vay 
will have him interviewed and will forverd a copy of his stotenenst 
to Me 


Brother Yumeine, an old sen who was sleeping in the big boy's 
doraitory, hed also left before ve arrived end we were unsble to 
interview him. He had left for Norway House with Set. Saul an¢ the 
Indien Agent, "=. Gordon. 


In making my inspection of the ruins, L found the heating 
boilers intact, their furnace doors were still closed, ent from our 
inguiries we could not find anything of e dangerous combuct< ble 
nature thet bed been stored in the basement. 

The story of the disaster seems to be o> out os follows;- 


The sioters end the papile retired stout ten o’clock the 


night of February 23rd., and Yether ‘rudeau hed gone sro md the 
basement between @leven ond twelve o*’clock that nicht md everything 
was ell right at that tins. 


Imquiries brought out the fect that Srothor Bealweg vas 
supposed to have gone to look after the fires about 2e Pelle and there 
was no sign of fire then, end t before 5 pea. the basenent and 
ground floor of the old part of the bulloing wes found to be ell in 
flames with flames coming up stairways to the second floor. 


When we consider thet the old building itself is 110 fect long 
we get some idea of how rapidly the flames aust have spres in less 
than one hoar from the tine they could bave started, ond tho theory 
thet the fire sterted from the electric wiring does not appesr 
feasible to me os the wirin, was all open wiring of the knob amd 
bube type. This view is also held by Constable Pecch and Ur. “hanks, 


Sister St. Angus who was the first to awaken on the seo nd 
floor, by the smell of smoke (and oe she described it) o rearing 
noise below her. She was sleeping in a double room with four other 


sisters ond after awekening them she ran across the bell to the 
Sister Supertor’s room to avaken her bat Sister Superior vec alreads 
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a end met hor et the door. “ister “uperior told Sister angus 
to # end awaken the Priest and Brothers for help of that she 
woule go up to the girls dormitory ond eveken them, The last 
Sister Agnus sow of OsSecter Superior was when she entered tho stairs 
leading to the girle dormitory on the tBfi?@ floor. “he wee nevor 
seen to heave reached the girls doraitory but is supposed to have 
‘fed in the steirwaye 


Sister Agn.s on Sister Superior’s instructians tried to 
decend to the ground floor at the ea t enc 6: she building to 
evaken the Priest end brothers but wee uneble to do so owing to 
the smoke and flames coming up the stairway. 


AS ean be seen from the plen of the second storey there 
is no doorvay leading from the second storey of the old buil: ing 
to the second storey of the new ing where the priest and brothers 
were sleoping. The only way thet Sister Agius could get to their 
rooms was to descend to the groané floor or to sscend to the third 
floor. 


Neturning slong the hallway she picked up the little four 
year olé child thet wes cleeping im the Sister Superior’s room end 
being unable to Gescerd either stairways she went through the girl’: 
infirmary to front balcony where she found a heavy comforter which 
she threw on the ground and endeavored to throw the little child 
om to ite On eo ount of the darkness and the distance she ves 
unable to do so end the child landed into the snow bank uninjured. 
Sister Agnus wes leter mscued, from this balcony by “ather ‘rudenqu 
and one of the brothers -ho caught her in s blenket when she jumped 
from the baloony.

As evidence to show how far the fire/advenced shen it vas 
Giseovered and how fast it was spreading, the four sisters cho 
Sister Agnus awakened before leaving ber room did not have time to 
get out of their rooms, and into the room known as the sister's 
living room where the fire escape «ss, they hed to jump out of 
their room'windows and this is where Sister Jeanne de Vhantel hed 
her beck fractured. 


In the boy*s and girl's dormitory on the third floor thore 
is a solid woll dividing the boys room from the girl's room. Lead- 
ing from the ¢irl’s dormitory is o stairway at the vest ond, ond 
the other means of exit is sliding paket ype fire escape ané sl 
the ch ren that sere saved esse down these fire esonpes. 


in the boy's dormitory thore were ts si.irwys and two 
‘ire escapes. 


Tasre being only one fire escape in the c¢irl’s dormitory 
and this coupled with the fact thet the fire was mostly in the old 
Duilding et the stert, scoounte for the heavy fatalities am nest the 
eirl pupils. 


Seth the sisters in the boys oni girls dornitorys vere 
awakened by the suoke md they had no means of knowing who avakened 
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Shem the sisters evoke they could ~ot get any light 
in the amill boy*s and cirl's dormitory (eee plan). Thies would 
inéieste that tho “to efroult woo broken in the old building 
although there was 1 % im the dormaitorys in the new building 
for about five ain tes efter they evekened. 


4@ to the onuse of the fire the theory has been 
advanced that it may have heen caused from the electric wiring, 
i eannot egree with this although 1 eannot disapprove it. “lso 
Brother Coulet who fe goncrel ropeir sen ond engines is not 
eotiafied thet this te the couse, he eas away the nicht the fire 
occurred and of course cannot give hie impression of the fire. 


From the rapidity thet the fire gsined headway it would 
appear to me thet the fire oay heve beon caused by spont»ncous 
combustion, as it ie quite evident thet thefire did not smoulder 
any greet length of time as em clectricel fire vould do. 


However, 1 oom find mo direst evidence to s rt the 
theory of sponteneour combustion, and doubtless the eotusl caiso 
of the fire will remein e mystery. 


the Coroner, Ur. Shanks, after asking his investig: tion 
considered en inquest unneeessery, snd therefore, issued Coroner* 
werrent for the buriel of the remsins. 


fter mking my investigation 1 could not help coming 
to the conolusion tiet if the building hed been o uipped with 
proper steir fire osespes, and on adequate means of giving on 
@lerm in ease of fire, that could be turned in from any floor in 
rr building, there would bawe been very little , if any, loss of 
ife. 


There te no doubt in ay sind that the system of fire 
@.eapes used certainly slosed iown the work of clesring the build- 
ing, end as Sister Marie de Anges testified to the fact thet she 
had to stand eat the head of the eseape and almost force the sll 
girls down as they 414 not wish to descend the cold iron pipe with 
only their night clothes, end it was in directing the children ot 
the head of the escape that the Sister froze her feete 


I consider the task that the sisters sleeping in the 
dornitor$es secomplised in the dark by ge ting es many of their 
eharges out os they ¢id little short of miraculous. 


I feel thet 1 showlé make the following recommendations 
in regerd to Mission ~ehools;- 


1. That the Lominion indian Separtaent should beve «11 their 
»iaesion .chools inanrested by some competent inspector. 


a. That all schools be equipped with outside fire escapes 
(steel, if possible). 


3. Theat adequate means for giving alare tn esse of fire be

I may say, in reply, that the Department 
realizes its responsibility at these institutions, 
even when they have been erected by one or other of 
the churches, and has bent every trey 4 towards 
minimising the danger of logs of life by fire. Within 
the past year or two, thousands ef dollars have been 
expended on fire escapes, extinguishers and water 
supply systems. ‘Time and again, all principals have 
been ordered to have regular fire drill, 


The Department is satisfied that out- 
side steel fire escapes are necessary and that elarn 
systems should be vided. These have been, and are 
being, installed. Yr, commencing with last year, 
o fireproof construction has been specified for new 
bui + The Department is constantly renewing its 
regulations and sis is placed on the prevention 
of fire. I am glad to have your suggestions in this 
important matter.

Please accept my thanks for your telegram of 
February 26th. in connection with the disaster at Cross Lake. 
When I came back from Cross Lake on February 28th. I at 
once telephoned full particulars to Mr Wm. M. Graham, 
Commissioner of Indiang# Affairs, who was at Winnipeg at 
the time, and he informed me that he would at once telegraph 
to you. Mr Graham was good enough to order a supply of 
the most necessary articles of clothing which should arrive 
here to-morrow or Tuesday morning. He also authorized us 
to purchase locally the most necessary kitchen utensils and 
a few tool@ which sre being sent forward to Cross Lake at 
the earliest possible moment. 

Sister Jeanne de Chantal, who suffered a broken 
spine, has been sent to Winnipeg and we have received word 
that she made a fairly good journey considering her 
condition. there is one sister here suffering from a 
broken leg and another with frozen feet. Two-thirds of the 
children who escaped are now with their parents, and the 


remainder are with neighbours at Cross Lake under the care

from Cross Lake with a letter from Rev-G..Trudeau,prin- 
cipal of St.Josephs Indian HResidenti@l School at that 
point.This letter informed me that the school had been 
burned that morning,with the loss of several lives,and 
all clothing and bedding,etc-The letter was written at 
5 A-M. and stated that the fire had been discovered at 
3 A.M. and that it was practically over. 


I immediately sent word to my driver,arranged for 
an extra dog team and driver,secured rations,etc. also 
some clothing from the Norway House “esidential school, 
a little from the Hospital and private persons,arranged 
for these to be taken back by the man who had brought £b 
the letter,and sent off messages to the Deputy Superin- 
tendent,The Indian Commissioner and Inspector John Re 
Bunne 


The next morning the Doctor and myself left for 
Cwoss Lake,and despite the fact that the roads were very 
bad,reached Cross Lake that evening, lateeWe found that 
Bishop Charlebois had come in by plane during the day, 
had sent the injured sisters and three others out by Eta 
Plane,had made out a list of clothing required,and was 
taking this back to The Pas- 


The deaths in the fire accounted for the Sister MH 
Superior of the school,Marguerite sarie,eleven girl pu-

The pupils had escaped with only their night cloth® 
ing.The boys were a little better off than the girls,as 
they had more time in which to leave the building-None 
of the children saved were injured,except for one minor 
burn,and some frost bitten feet-After leaving the build- 
ing the children were hurried to the stable,and were las- 
er distributed among a,1 available houses near by and on 
the reserved The staff,with some of the children took up 
quarters in the unoccupied house of a trader-

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The majokity of the pupils from Norway House came home 
as‘ soon as clothing could be found for them-TWwo boys,No- 
93,from Island Lake,and Noel00,from Gods Lake, who are 
affécted with T.B. are at the hospital-Some twelve boys, 
Belonging to Island and Gods lakes are at the R.C.-llission 
at Norway House,where they are being accommodated,fed 
and taught in classroom at the day school.I recommended 
that eleven children,from Nelson House,Cumberland House, 
The Pas,Berens River,and Thicket Portage,be transferredte 
the sehool at Sturgeon LandiugsI also recommended the 
diseharge of some twelve children,who are nearly of dis- 
charge age,or who are not likely to make good at schoole 


The majority of the Cross Lake children have been in 
their homessThé school has been issuing rations to the 
school children,as at this season the food supplies of xe 
the Indians are shorteAs soon as possible a day school 
will be opened for the Cross Lake children,the majority 
of whom Car sléep at home,but be fed at the school-The 
food supplies were for the most part outside of the main 
building,and consequently were not lost in the fire. 


These arrangements were made,but of course are subjeét 
to the approval of the Department.For the children at Nor- 
way House Mission,I would suggest that the grant be paid 
to the Principal of St.Joseph's school,and he can then 
settle with the Mission. 


I made incuiries as to the cause of the fire,but with- 
Out Satisfactory results.The most probable causes would 
be as follows;- 


lI. The heating plantsThis I consider may be eliminated, 
as the plant was in the basement of the new wing,and the 
fire first reached the upstairs somewhere near the oppos- 
ite end of the main building-The brother also stated that 
he put the fire in at 2 A.M. and at 3 A.i.the fire was mm 
well advanced,when the inmates were awakened by the smokee 


2. The kitchen range-This was on a cement floor,was @ gm 
good distance from the wall,the smoke pipes had been mizux 
cleaned about two weeks before,and were in good condition. 
The sister in charge of the kitchen left the kitchen at 
about 10 P.M. and stated that the fire in the range was 
then almost extinct.One of the sisters who was injured in 
dropping from a window,fell on the snow outside of the kk 
kitchen windows,and she stated that there were no flames 
visible in the kitchen at that time,and the fire was well 
advanced when she escaped from the window. 


3. The gasoline and lighting plant and vake oven-These 
were in the basement of the chapel,which formed a wing, 
and which was the last to burne 


4. Cigarette stubs in the recreation room downstairs-Some 
of the men from the reserve spent the evening in this room 
but I understood that the brother who attended the fire 
at 2 A.M. passed through this room on his way to the 
stairway which led to the corridog on the first floor, 
on his way to the chapel-Since he noticed no smoke in this 
room at 2 A.M. the fire could not have originated heree 
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5. Mlectric wiring-This is possible.The wiring was done 
some fifteen years agoeIt was not in conduit,and I am 
told that in some places the wires passed through wooden 
beams without porcelain tubing-In such 4 case the fire 
would not start in the basement,but between floors and 
eceilings,or in partitions,and might be well under way 
before even smoke would be noticeahle.The licht were off 
tHroughout the building almost immediately the fire was 
discoverede 


6. Incendiarisme While this is possible,I think it very 
improbable-I can think of no one who would have any cause 
or desire to burn these buildings. 


While it was unfortunate that the water syatem was out 
of commission because of fréezing up of intake,which was 
due to very low watér this season,I do not think the fire 
could have been checked even with plenty of water.The fire 
was so far advanced when discovered that there was not 
time for all to escape from the building,even though the 
doors from the dormitories opened directly upon the fire 
escapeseThe stairways were impassible ,owing to smoke and 
flames-Fire extinguishers were in convenient places,but 
were useless,owing to the advanced progress of the firee 
From what I can learn,there was no panic in the dormitor- 
ieseThere was a monitor sleeping in a small room in the 
corner of eacheThe doors to the fire escapes were opened, 
the older children had been taught that each one should 
be responsible for the safety of a certain smaller child, 
and the children proceeded in orderly fashion-Those who 
were burned must have been dazed with sleep and with smoke, 
and in the darkness were not observedeThe girls' dormitory 
was a large room with about fifty beds,the fire escape was 
at one cornereIn the darkness and smoke it would be an easy 
matter to vecome confused and lost. 


I understand that the Sister Superior who lost her 
life went back im an effort to get the other girls oute 
The Principal attempted to re-enter the building,but was 
prevented by the men about himeThe sisters who jumped from 
the windows and the balcony could not get along the cor- 
ridors to the fire escapese 


The remains recovered by the men,under the direction 
of the R.C.M.Police,were for the most part merely ashes 


The stone walls are standing,and to the casual obser- 
ver or the layman appear to be damaged very little-Whether 
they would be safe for another building,with,of course, 
some repairs,I am unable to saye

m the evening of the 2bth, ult. word was received at 
Norway House that the Roman Catholic Indian Boarding 
at Cross Lake had been burned to the ground at 3 a.m. 
that morning and that one Sister & several children 
had been burnt to death. 
On the following morning I left for Cross sake by dog 
train to investigate. Indian Agent Wm.Gordon & Dr.Turpel 
of the Indian ‘cept. aleo left for Crows lake the same 
morning. 
Upon arrival at Cross Lake at 8.30 a.m. on the momning 
of the 27th.ult. I found the Cress Lake School as reported, 
entirely gutted; there being nothing but the stone walls 
standing. The debris within the walls was still a 
smouldering mass ani nothing gould be done there. nguiries 
were made from these in charge of the Sehool, resident 
children ani people living at Cross Lake with a view to 
ascertaining as near as possible the origin of the fire. 
It appears that at about 10 minutes to three on the morning 
of the Sth, ult. residents in the school were awakened 
by the smell of smoke, which was quite dense, which appeared 
to emanate from the basement in the most eentral part of 
the building, the upper portion of which was ogeupied by 
the girl boarders.

Brother Antoine made a tour of inspection of the building 
at mid-night and again at 2 &m. on the morning of the fire; 
on both cecasions passing by where the fire was believed 
to originate bat found nothing amiss. 
Father Trudeau, the Priest in charge, informs me that on 
ene or two occasions last summer he had heard mice in the 
walls of the building and suggests that a short circuit in 
the wiring between the ceiling of the basement & the main 
floor by the insulation being gnawed by mice & the bare 
wire = in contact with possibly a nail. If ignition 
of debris between the floor wes caused in this manner it 
would probably smoulder for sometime over a fairly large 
area before it finally burnt through the floor, obtained 
air & caused the conflagration; however che electric lights 
functioned for about two minutes after the fire was first 
observed & then went out. 
In the basement of the sehool where the fire was believed 
to originate was a room containing a pool table for the 
recreation of the young men; thés room was always vacated 
at 9.30 every evening. There is a possibility that a match 

or gigarette butt may have been thrown & caused the 
fire but it seems doubtful as the room in question had 
recently been thoroughly cleaned out & painted and in any 
case, as mentioned before, this room was passed at 2 a.m. 
by Brother antoine on his tour of inspection. From what I 
have seen of the interior of the building prior to the fire, 
I should say that it is very doubtful that a fire could be 
caused by the dropping of a mateh or cigarette end &&6 as 
Ghaiebh no dirt or rubbish was allowed to accumulate to 
become ignited. The suggestion of the fire being caused in 
some way by the electric wiring seems most reasonable to me. 
On the morning of the 28th. ult. I attended 4 Council Meeting 
of the Indians with Mr.Gordon; the people were apparently 
quite satisfied that no blame could be attached to anyone 
for the fire but expressed the wish that a permanent night

I have your letter of the 17th instant, with 
reference to current expenses at the Cross Lake Indian 
Residential School. I regret that your proposal, to 
pay & omall per capita grant in the case of those who 
are at as day pupils, would not be acceptable to 
the Auditer General. The Department believes the most 
satisfactory way of meeting the current expense fer the 
Jane quarter would be to allow per capita grant at the 
regular rate for the children that were sent to Norway 
House. ‘Then, as far as the work at Cross Lake is 
concerned’, it will be necessary to have a detailed state- 
ment, supported by receipts or other papers, showing the 
expenditure that the ehurch authorities have incurred. 
Thies is the usual practice, and the accounting will be 
done similar to the arrangements made at the Guy Infian 
= School before it was placed on per capita 
grant. 


My. Inf@ian it Gordon has recently forwarded 
@ voucher, in favour of the Cross Lake School, for 15 
sacks of flour and 376 whitefish - a total of $127.60. 
This is not dDeing paid as I expect that these items will 
be included in the expenses from the date of the fire. I 
am Mr. Gordon that special arrangoments are 
being made to finance the sehool for the time boing. 


His voucher suggests that the rations were 
largely required for “extra” children. I presume that 
this means children of parents who do not live at Cross 
Lake, who are being kept by Indian families on the 
reserve. As the reconstruction of the school has not

This is a day school carried on by the staff 
of the St. Joseph's Boarding School since the 
school was burned last February, or at least 
since it was possible to get the outhouse, a 
storehouse, in condition to carry on. This 
room is used as a classroom on week days and a 
chapel on Sundays. The furniture is home made, 
and while the benches are fairly comfortable, 
there are no desks, which makes seat work 
difficult. I found, however, neat writing and 
good drawing. Written number work was fairly 
good also. Reading was very good, and the 
children spoke clearly and with good voice, and 
very naturally. Considerable of the work is 
done orally, and in concert, which of course 
encourages the more bright children, and has 
doubtful value for the more plodding children. 

I found, however, that the children appear to 
understand very well the work being covered by 
them, and are quick and prompt with their answers. 
Spelling was good and oral number work excellent. 


The children are supplied with a lunch at noon, 
and with a good substantial meal on dismisaal of 
the classes. This is of great value to the 
children, especially in this year of scarcity of 
fur and the wherewithal to purchase flour and other 
store goods.

doeI understand that a recent amendment has been made to 
Section 774 of the Criminal Code,whereby the authority of 
a Police Magistrate for the Province of Manitoba,has been 
extended to be on a par with those of Ontario for certain 
offences-If this be true,then I,as a Police Magistrate, 
holding a Commission as P.li. for Manitoba,have authority, 
with the consent of the accused,to hear and decide these 
cases,so long as a charge of Manslaughter is not entered. 
This would simplify matters greatly,as I have no doubt 
the boys would consent to be tried by me,and would prob- 
ably plead "Guilty"+ 


Should the boys be sent up for trial,I would not be 
permitted,at the Preliminary hearing,to ask them to plead 
to the charge,evidence would have to be secured,and at 
their trial,should they,on a lawyer's advice,plead "Not 
Guilty”,a great deal of time and expense would be nec- 
essary in order to produce sufficient evidence to secure 
a conviction. 


I may say that I have no desire to take the respon- 
sibility of settling so grave cases,and I would not wish 
to do anything which would look like a “Hole in the cor- 
ner" business,nor like "Railroading" the boys into pris- 
on,but on theother hand,if I have the authogity to hear 
the cases,if the boys are willing to abide by my judg- 
ment,and if thus the time and expense which would other- 
wise be necessary in securing and presenting evidence 
before a higher court can be saved, I would not wish to 
be recreant to the trust imposed upon me- 


May I ask for a very early reply,as any delay will 
carry us into the freeze-up- A wire to Inspector Bunn,to 
be forw d,might be the quickest means of reply.

St.Joseph's Residential School at Cross Lake on the 
morning of Feoruary 25th,1930.- 


Informations were laid against both of these boys 
on a charge of Arson,and George Paynter was remanded in 
custody for seven days,when he will again be remanded, 
while a warrant was issued for the arrest of Nelson Hughes 
who is reported at Nelson House,and Sergt.Saul left for 
Nelson House Sunday morning to bring Hughes in. 


George Paynter (Georges Penders) was,at the time of 
the fire,pupil No-6l,of St-Joseph's Residential school,x 
was in his 17th year,had been in school 10 years,and had 
reached Grade 6-He is paid Treaty with No.S20,Norway House 
Band,as male dependent of the Ghief,Wm. Thomas TowerssHis 
parents are both dead. A few weeks before tue fire he 
had run away from school,but was taken back,and punished 
Some of the boys are said to have heard him making threats 
against the school,and one boy,Roderick LicKay ,ex-pupil 
No-75 6f St.Joseph’s school,discharged Aug.1929,but who 
was at the school.working up to a couple of days before 
the fire,is said to have told at The Pas and at Cumber- 
land House that the boy Paynter had told him ( MeKay ) just 
before he left Cross Lake that he(Paynter) and another 
had made an attempt to set fire to the school but that 
they were nearly caught,but that they would do it yet.

to Winnipeg, or send a judicial party in to Norway 
House to hear the case. In view of the fact that 
there are now no means of communication to Norway 
House, except by radio, it has been thought better 
that Sergeant Saul bring the prisoners in anyhow, 
in order that he oan give us full details in person.

During the latter part of August 1931, Father Trudeau OoM.Ie 
Re@.Missionery at Crose Lake galled at this Detachment & 
informed me that he had received at letter from 
Bishop Charlebois in which the Bishop stated that while at 
Cumberland House this summer, an Indian had informed him 
that another Indian, Roderick MeKay had eaid that he believed 
one George Paynter, Indian, had se’ fire to the school, as 
while Mekay wae at the sehool, Benier came to him and said 
"Toenight I am going to set fire to the school, get ready 
to escape, take off the screen window #0 you oan get out 
by the window"; 4 little later Bender came back to MoKay's 
room ani said "I 414 not succeed, I almost got caught by 
the Brother, I will try again later when you wont be here 
so you wont be exposed” 


Since this fire took place on February 26th, 1950, 
there have been many rumours started as to the origin of 
the fire, all of which have been investigated without result 
and I was rather sceptical as to the truth in this, 

On Sept. 12th, accompanied by Indian John Bradburn, 

I left for Cross Lake to interrogate some of the older 
boys with regard to this report. oderick MeKkay was 
away from Cross Lake & it was not known exactly where he 


Shortly after we had boiled our firet kettle, I came 
to a camp of Indians where George Paynter was staying. 
I stppped to question this boy as to his activities on 
the night of the fire, At firet he was very noncommittal 
and I eould get no satisfactapp replies from him. I told 
him of what Xoderick McKay had stared and at first he 
denied the truth of this, later he admitted that he had 
tried to burn the sohool unsuccessfully two or three 
nights before the fire took place; shortly after he broke 
down and admitted the whole thing, giving me the following 
statement :- 
George Paynter's statement:- 

I was at the school on the night 
of the fire at Cross Lake. I was sleeping in the big boys 
dormitory. Nelson Hughes told me about the fire. I just put 

pants & coat & sweater on and socks. I remember telling 
Roderiok McKay I was going to wet fire to the school. 
I tried to set fire to the sehool but I could'nt, I went 
down to the basement for this purpose, then the Brother came, 
Brother Antoine, I got frightened and came up again. 
Nelson Hughes was with me, he was going to help me. Two 
nights after this the school took fire. Belson Hughes & I 
get fire to the sohool when it burnt. wout 3 o'clook on 
the morning of the 2oth. February, Nelson Hughes got up 
& woke me up. I pet on my pants. | aid not want to go but 
Helson forced me to go. I did not go down right away, he 
went firet. Then he game up again & told me there was 
nobody there. I went after with Belson & got gasoline from 
the barrel in the engine room. I sprinkled it on the wood 
& on the floor of the pool room. Then I set & mateh to it. 
I then went back to bed, Nelson went into the play-room. 
About 10 minutes after he came back to bed. about 10 or 
16 minutes later the alarm was given & there was lots of 
smoke. The people were getting out, of the school by this 
time. I did this because Nelson foreed me to it. 


(Sea) George Paynter 
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pon receiving thie information, I arrésted Paynter and 
gorted him k to Norway House. Vpon arrival there, 
about 6 p.em., I laid information before Wm.Gordon P.M, 
against Paynter under Seetion 611 0.0. of O., I also laid 
information against Nelson Hughes under the same seotion 
& obtained warrant to apprehend this man. Paynter appeared 
before Mr.Gordon the same evening and at my request the 
ease was remanded from week to week until I could return 
with Hughes. Paynter was then escorted %o the Detachment 
& left in the custody of 5/cst.Robinson until my return. 
8/Cst,obinson was instructed to bring @h&& the accused 
Paynter before Mr.Gordon for further remands until I should 
return. 
On the morning of the 13th.Sept. I left for Nelson House 
via Thicket Portage, to arrest Nelson Hughes. Iniian John 
Bradburn was discharged at Cross lake and Indians James 
hess & Henry Hamilton employed as guides. 
Upon arriving at Thicket Portage I telephoned through to 
the telegraph operater at Wabowden the following telegram 
to the Officer Commanding, Winnipeg. 18/9/51 
"Re Cross Lake fire 1930 stop Have Indian George Paynter 
under arrest Norway House for burning school and have 
obtained full confession stop Hold warrant to apprehend 
Nelson Hughes half-breed accomplice stop 'ixpect to execute 
same in couple of days stop Will submit full reports on 
return Norway House about 27th. inst. (Sgd) Sgt.Saul 
Owing to very bad weather, engine trouble & difficulty 
in finding the route I aid not arrive Nelson House until 
the evening of the 24thi Upon a riving at Nelson House I 
learnt that Hughes had gone with his wife & parents in-law 
to Swan Lake, about 100 miles §.W. of Nelson House. I 
therefore left one of my men with Mr.Hutty, trader, and 
borrowed an Indian who knew the route to swan Lake from hin. 
We arrived at Swan Lake on the morning of the 27th. & I 
arrested Hughes, warning him in the prescribed form, 
The same day we left on our return journey. While at Nelson 
Houge on our return, Hughes made the following statement 
to me: 


Nelson Hughes statement:- 

On the night of the fire at Cross Lake,! 
at about 3 o'clock in the morning, when George Paynter went 
downstairs, I went after him. George woke me up before he 
went down. He said "Get up & come downstairs" The evening 
before the fire took place George Paynter had been talking 
to me and told me that he was going to wake me up that nig't 


that he wae going to (do something, that he was going to sect 
fire to the school. I said "I cant tell. you yet" When Geor; 
woke me up I knew what he was going to do. I did not tell 
anyone that George was going to burn the school. George told 
me also that he had tried to burn the sehool two or three 
nights before. 1 was not with him when he tried the first 
time. When I got up & followed George I had on just my 
night clothes, he had his pants & stockings on, I went as 
far as the refectory, George told me to stand there & watch 
to see that nobody came until he had started the fire. of 
soon as George got to the engine room I went back to bed, 
sbout five minutes later George came back. He told me that 
he had started the fire. About 10 or 15 minutes later the 
room beeame full of smoke & we all got up and got out of 
the building. The reason that I agreed to help George burn ~ 
the school was that I was always mad at the Priest because 
he was always punishing me. I make this true statement of 
my own free will, (Sga.) Nelson Hughes 
Witnese;~ Sgt.).C.Saul, W..WeMutty.

On the 16th. inst. I arrived at Winnipeg vie 8/8 .Keenora 
with prisoner George Paynter & Nelson Hughes & inmediately 
reported at "D" Div. Headauarterse, Upon arrival there 

I received instructions to hand these two prisoners 
over to the Provincial Geol, which was done, receipt 
being obtained. 

On the 20th.inet. the case wae brought before Judge 
B.A.B-Hamilton of the Juvenile Co » Paynter having 
been a juvenile at the time the crime was committed. 
WeE.MoLean, legal aesistent of the Attorney General, 
Provinee of Manitoba, oghas for the prosecution, the 
case was referred back to the ordinary courte by 

ay 4 Hamilton. 

On the 20th. inet. accused appeared before Magistrate 
R.M.Moble of the Provincial Polive Court Winnipeg and 
was remanded until the 27th. inet. 

During the week intervening, the accused was interviewed 
at the Provincial Geol SESALALAHDRESDEOBA by nyself 

& the agent of the Attorney General, Mr.iicLean, with 

a view to ascertaining whether he would elect to be 
tried summarily or otherwise. The very serious neture 
of the crime was o#refully explained to the accused 
also the term of imprisonment thet he was liable to. 
Despite this, accused insisted that he wished to be 
tried summarily and wished to plead guilty. 

On the 26th. inst. the Attorney General's Dept. wired 
to the Dept. of Indien Affaire, Ottawa, enquiring 
whether the latter proposed to appoint counsel for 

the accused and received the reply that they only 
appointed counsel in charges of murder.

Dear Sir: 


I am writing for parole on behalf of Nelson Hughes who was convicted 
by a jury at Winnipeg in November, 1931 on a charge of Conspiracy in con- 
nection with the burning down of a school the property of the Dominion of 
Canada located at Cross Lake in Northern Mmitoba. 


This boy was tried before His Lordship Mr. Justice Robson and a jury 
on charges of Arson and Conspiracy but the jury found him not guilty on the 
former charge. 


In so far as his trial in Yinnipeg is concerned I have no complaint 
whatsoever. The presiding Judge was fair, the witnesses told the truth, 
and the jury gave the evidence great consideration before reaching the 


werdict. 


I do submit that certain principles of government and control of the 
Indians and half-breeds are inter-mixed with this case. 


I submit that a full and complete investigation should be made as 
to the reason why two school boys should set a school on fire. 


From the evidence disclosed every boy in that school had a hatred 
of the officers in charge there. ‘Such a condition is not right, nor is it 
moral in an Indian Schoole 


The Indian boy and the half-breed boy attending school in this 
Province has distilled in him a sense of loyalty which was certainly lack- 
ing in the boys that were brought down to Winnipeg in connection with this 
trial. 


I submit that the officers in charge of the school at Cross Lake had 
failed in their duty with the result that Hughes mst suffer. 


If this country of ours owes any duty to the Indian and half-breed 
in tthe far North, then I submit that someone has failed to discharge that 
duty in so far as Melson Hughes was concerned. 


I told the jury in my address and I think: that Mr. Justice Robson 
will confirm my statement, that im ¢@he case of Iughes I tried to bring out 
all the evidenee both for amiagainst the accused so that we could get at 
the root of the trouble if such was possible. Idid make certain progress 
in this regard but if the trial had have been held in the North Country 
closer to Cross Lake, then perhaps the Court and jury would have agreed 
with my contention that the State had failed in its duty to the Indian and 
half-breed of the North Country. 


I submit that this is a matter which should have the careful con- 
siderationof your Department and that Mughes is entitled to consideration. 


If the matter cold be referred to the Indian Department I would be 
glad to express th them additional facts in connection with this case.

I have to acknowledge the receipt of your letter 
of the 3rd instant, with enclosure, and you ask for any 
information that we may have with respect to the case. 


In reply I beg to say that we have nothing on 
file throwing any light on the vague reference in Mr. Ross‘ 
letter. I may say that on the 25th February, 1930, the 
Indian Boarding School at Cross Lake in the Northern part 
of Manitoba was destroyed yy fire with the loss of the lives 
of 13 ehildren and one of the teaching sisters. Subsequently 
George Paynter and Nelson Hughes, who were in attendance 
at this school, were arrested on a ebarge of arson. Paynter 
appears to have been the one who actually set the school on 
fire and he had indueed Nelson Hughes to assist him. Yaeyn 
plea@ed guilty and in Oetober 193) was sentenced to life in- 
prisonment. hes elected to be iried by jury and accord- 
ing to Mr. Ross' letter the trial took place before his Lord- 
ship Mr. Justice Robson and a jury on charges of arson and 
conspiracy but we have no information as to what sentence 
was imposed on Hughes.

The Department has recently received a letter from 
Reve Ge E. Trudeau, O+MeI«s in connection with the nditures 
that have been incurred at Cross Lake since the sehool was des- 
troyed by fire. As you are, no doubt, aware, the school authorities 
are requesting an additional amount and, in this connection, I might 
refer you to official letter of June 27th, 1930. 


While the sehool authorities have submitted, from time to 
time, statements in connection with the expenditure that has been 
ineurred up to March Slst, last, no receipts or other papers have 
yet been forwarded. These are necessary to meet the requirements of 
the Auditor General and I am writing Father Trudeau, requesting him 
to prepare a detailed statement of expenditures up to March 31st, 
both for the pupils attending the day school and the pupils who have 
been kept in residence. To this statement should be attached re- 
ceipted accounts or cancelled cheques in order that the Department 
may have full details in connection with the expenditure incurred. 
When this is received, consideration will be given to what balance 
can be allowed. I would appreciate your giving Father Trudeau any 
assistance you can in the preparation of this. 


From April lst, 1932, the following arrangements will be 
in effect:- 


(1) A salary at the rate of $95 a teaching month will be 
allowed for the teacher of the day school now being conducted 
at Spese Lake and which is attended by, approximately, 30 
pupils. 

(2) A grant at the rate of $175 per capita will be allowed 
for approximately 12 pupils - some of whom are in residence 
at Cross Lake and the others at Norway House. Separate returns 
should be forwarded for the children attending the day school 
and those in residence. These returns, of course, should be 
forwarded your office and certified by you. Reverend 
Father Trudeau is being so advised. 

(3) The Department will only be able to allow a grant for 
a mi meal operes to the pupils attending the day school.

It is understood, of course, that, in placing 
children in the Roman Catholic Mission at Norway House, 
the same regulations will apply as in the case of any 
other Indian residential school.

the date the per capita grant was restored. 


During the period mentioned, the Department 
advanced grants towards the expenses incurred, to the amount 
of $8,000. The total accounts forwarded in accounting for 
these advances amounted to only $7,403.74, as per the state- 
ment enclosed, which is a copy of the list showing the 
paymente made, forwarded by the late Bishop Charlebois. You 
will eee, from this etatement, that there is a balance of 
$596.26 which has not been accounted for. The Auditor 
General is requesting an accounting for the advances which 
were made the Cross Lake School, in lieu of per capita 
grant, during the above mentioned period. If Your Lord- 
ship has any accounts, other than those mentioned in the 
enclosed list, I would request that you will forward 
copies of same, in triplicate, properly certified, in order 
to account for the above mentioned eum of $596.26. I 
should be pleased to have receipted accounts covering this 
amount at the earliest possible date. 


If Your Lordship is unable to submit further

First I wish to draw your attention on this point that the State- 
ments forwarded to the Department last September by Late Bishop Char- 
lebois were covering only the expenditures made for the children atten- 
ding day school.So these statements do hot include expenses made for 
the boarders kept from the time of the fire, some at Cross-Lake and 
gome at Norway-House. For these children the reguler Quarterly Returne | 
were regularly forwarded for which no per Capita Grant was received 
until June Querter 1932. 


As stated in a letter received from the Department lio I23-I-3 . 
dated June 27th, 1930 it was understood that the Department would pay \ 
the regular Per Capita Grant for the boarders kept at Cross-Lake and 
Norway-House, and then, special grant would be given for chéldren atten 
ding day school,to whom two meals and clothes were given, on receipt 
of detailed Stathent showing the expenditure ineurred for same. 


Consequently having received $8000 we admit that this sum exceeds 
the expenses made for the children attending day school and being fed

I have Your Lordship's letter of the 2let

In reply I have to say that the Department 
will have no funde to consider the re-establishment 
of the Cross Lake Residential School and the erection 
of a suitable building. Your Lordship will understand 
that, during the past four years, there have been no 
funde available for the replacement or repairing of 
our present school establishment. There are, there- 
fore, many demands, and it will likely require a 
period of two or three years before sufficient funds 
ean be available to place our present school establish- 
ment in an efficient state. I am quite unable to say, 
at present, when Parliament would be able to provide 
the funds required for the erection of a new residen- 
tial school building at Cross Lake and the furnishings 
and per capita gr for same.

Following our conversation of this morning 
I would like to express to you my deep satisfaction and appreciation 
of your plan concerning the vocational training of Indian children. 
I think you have struck the right note. Education must be a develo- 
ment and not e distortion of naturel talents and tendencies in 
children. 


In the same line of thought I would like to 
supplement my remarks of this morning by saying that my opinion is 
that we should have at Cross-lake an institution which would be 
primarily ea Day School but with accommodation for orphans, for 
destitute children and of those of the neighboring reserves, snd 
which school edapted for about 65 children would suffice. This 
would be a center from which Indian crafts, agriculture and other 
useful trades could be taught. Since lest year, in fact, agriculture 
has been specially organized for our former pupils by our Missionaries 
at Cross Lake.

the examination of the site and the bringing in of some of the 
material such eas sand, etc.... Hoping that we may be favoured with a

On Monday, the 22nd instant, Bishop Lajeunesse, 
of The Pas, was in to see the Minister and discussed with 
him the question of providing educational facilities at 
Gross Lake in Manitoba.

The Cross Lake Residential School (R. C.) was 
destroyed by fire on February 25th, 1930.

It would appear that, following 
the destruction of the residential school, an arrangement 
was made with the Chureh authorities, whereby they were 
allowed per capita grant of $175 for 40 pupils. Of these 
pupils, 10 are at Cross Lake and 30 are receiving in- 
struction in a church-owned building at Norway House. In 
addition to this, a salary of $950 a year has been allowed 
for a day echool teacher at Crosse Lake. This day school 
has an enrolment of 36 pupils. 


I discussed the problem confronting the Church 
authorities and the Department at Crosse Lake very fully 
with Bishop Lajeunesse, when he interviewed me at my office 
a few days ago. The last census report indicates that 
there are 635 Indians in the Cross Lake Band, and, of these, 
145 are of school age. Of the total population at Cross 
Lake, it would appear that approximately 50% (320) are 
recognized as adherents to the United Church and 315 are 
listed as Catholics. However, in the construction of a mew 
school on this reserve, we must be careful to keep in mind 
the fact that there are 791 Indians at Norway House, of 
whom 180 are shown as Catholics.

of the Indian population.

The dining room accommodation in the 
second unit would enable the teachers in charge to 
provide a noondsy lunch for the day echool pupile and 
thus encourage regularity of attendance. 


It ie my understanding that the agricultural

Sir, 


A short time ago, I had occasion to escort a mental 
patient from this agency, to the Selkirk Mental Hospital, and 
while in Winnipeg, on lst March, I called on Mr Inspector 
A.G.Hamilton at his office, and was fortunate enough, at the 
same time, to meet Mr M.Christianson, the General Superintendent 
of Agencies. We discussed many matters concerning the Indian 
work in general, but one thing was discussed at some length, 
namely, Indian Education, particularly as it applies to the 
Indians of this agency, and the northern districts generally. 


At the conslusion of our talk, Mr Christianson asked 
me to write to you, and give you the views I held concerning 
this particular phase of the Indian work. 


First of all, the problem of educating the children 
of the Indians who live in this north country, is entirely 
different from the problen of educating those who live 
outside on the prairies. The northern Indian has a distinctly 
different way of living, and earning his living; and apart 
from the few traders, missionaries, and government officials, 
he comes into contact with but few of the white population. 


fhe northern Indian, does not really require very 
much education from a scholatic viewpoint. If he acquires 
a grade four standing, he has all that he needs in that way, 
and he can acquire this if he goes to school from the sge of 
seven years until he is fourteen, or even thirteen, after which, 
his father or guardian, should take him in hand, and teach him 
how to earn his living. 


The establishment of "Residential Schools’ in this 
north country, for the education of Indian children, is, in 
my opinion, a mistake. There are but three ways for the 
northern Indian to eam his livlihood, namely, Hunting, Trapping 
and Fishing, (apart from a little freighting he may get in 
the summer time), and none of these things can possibly be 
taught him at « residential school. The difference between 
the northern and the prairie Indian can here be noticed, as 
the prairie Indian usually returns to his reserve, after 
leaving the residential school, and begins to farm, having 
learned much of farming at the residential school farn. 
To build and equip « residential school, to accomodate say 
100 pupils, would require a cash outlay of $150,000 at the 
ve least. In addition, there would be the annual grant 
of $17,500. The same number of pupils could be given all the

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education they will ever need, in at most, three, Day Schools 
situated right on their reserves, and three such schools could 
be established at very much less cost than one Residential 
school, and the cost of operation would be very much less. 
There are, in this agency, ten day schools, (two of which 

are but ‘seasonal’ schools), which accomodate approximately 
twice as many pupils as the Norway House Residential School, 
and at little more than half the cost, and the pupils of these 
schools get, as a general rule, all the education they need. 


With regard to the sending out of pupils from the 
north country to residential schools where 4 higher education 
is given, such as Brandon, and keeping them there until they 
are eighteen years of age; this, in my upinion, is the 
greatest misteke of all. There are two or three instances 
of this here at Norway House. These pupils returned here 
after graduating from Brandon school. They have a better 
scholastic education than those who remained here and went 
to day school, but they have absolutely no idea about making 
a living in the bush, and their higher education is of no 
benefit to them whatever. 


The ideal way to educate the Indian children of this 
northern country is through the day schools, situated on their 
reserves, They are thus with their own people all the time, 
and in addition to daily attendance at the day school, they 
are learning from their parents the rudiments of the methods 
they themselves will have to adopt after they leave school, to 
make their living. This gives them better all round equipment 
for a livlihood than can be acquired by attending the residen- 
tial schools. 


The foregoing are simply my own opinions of course, 
and are the conclusions I have arrived at after three and a hal 
years of experience in the north. As already stated, they 
are forwarded to you at Mr M.Christianson's request, and I 
trust they may be of some little use to you.

I beg to acknowledge receipt of 
your letter, conveying copy of Report made by Mr. 
Lazenby concerning the education of Indians in Northern 
Reserves. I expect to meet all our workers in Manitoba 
at the time of the Conference in June and will take that 
opportunity of discussing the matters therein raised ~ 
particularly the gemral problem of educating Indians 
for the method of livelihood which they must follow. TI 
shell be gled to let you have a report on this on my re- 
turn. 


Yours sincerely, 
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I am enclosing herewith, for your information, copy 
of a letter dated November 1, 1537, sent forward by the 
Minister to Bishop Lajeunesse, of The Pas, Manitoba. This 
letter, you will note, is self-explanatory. Bishop Lajeunesse 
replied to the Minister on November 15, 1937, and commented 

very favourably on the proposal submitted to him for consider- 
ation. It is just possible that we may have, in the supplem- 
entary estimates of this year, an appropriation of approximately 
#25,000 for the construction of the first unit of the school 

at Cross Lake. If this appropriation is available, we have in 
mind the construction of an educational unit to be known as an 
improved day school, consisting of three or four classrooms 

and, if possible, full basement accommodation. 


Dear Sir: 


I am anxious to secure from you the fullest possible 
information with respect to a suitable site at Cross Lake: 
the location of the school; the amount of material - stone or 
brick - that may be still available from the foundations of 
the school destroyed by fire a few years ago. 


I should like you to express an opinion also, with 
respect to the actual construction of the school: should 
tenders be called for or might it be more economical to build 
it with local labour, under the direction and supervision of 
a capable foreman? The suggestion has also been made that, 
if a grant of approximately 25,000 were made to the ehureh 
authorities, they could proceed with the work of construction 
less expensively than this work could be undertaken by this 
Department. I want you to express your opinion very freely 

on all these matters. 


I should like to secure a definite statemént from you 
with respect to the number of classrooms which, in your judg- 
ment, may be needed. If four classrooms, capable of seating 
approximately 35 pupils each, were erected, one of these, in 
addition to the basement, might be used for vocational in- 
struction, sewing, hand loom weaving, crochet work, etc. 


The feeling here is that most of the lumber and 
material necessary for the construction of a school will have 
to be shipped in, probably from Winnipeg. We have no definite 
information, however, on this point. It will be necessary for 
you to visit Cross Lake almost dmmediately to secure for us 
the information desired. I want you to feel perfectly free 
to express any opinions you may have in mind when forwarding 
the information requested.

1s to material still available from the old 
school that was destroyed by fire, I may : that almost 
all the walls, of stone masonry, are still standing, about 
30 feet or more high. These walls are very thivk, and the 
razing of then would entail «a consideratle amount of labour, 
which will need to be considered in the cost, if this materia 
is to be used in the construction of the new school. 


With reference to the actual construc tion 
of the school, I would suggest thet this be done by day 
labour, under the direct supervision of some capable and 
trustworthy foreman. If this method were adopted, the 
foreman would need to bring with him two or three exper- 
fenced stone masons, and two or three carpenters, to do 
the actual bullding, and local Indians could be hired as 
lebourers. In this case, it would be necessary of course 
to keep sccurate record daily of the work done by eact 
individual, and as there is no permanent Departmental 
employee located et Cros Lake, this duty would have to 
be given to some other trustworthy person; probably the 
Priest in charge of the mission might look after this.

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$25,000 be handed to the church authorities, and allow them 
to proceed with the work of construction, because in the 
great majority of cases, the church officials are not 
business people, and they are more concerned with church 
interests in cases of this nature than they are with 
Indian Department interests, and at the conclusion of 

the project, the Indian Affairs Branch would almost 
certainly be asked to pay out considerably more funds 
than originally granted. I have learned this from 
experience. With regard to the calling for 
tenders, and having the work done by contract; I do not 
think that the work could be done any more economically 
this way, than by dag labour. ‘ith 2 contractor, it is 
of course all to his interest to get the job done as 
quickly as possible, and in this endeavour might possibly 
skimp the work in places, in order to make time. He 
would also no doubt want to bring his ovm crew with him, 
and this would deprive a number of the local Indians of 
much needed work. It would also be necessary to appoint 
an inspector of construction to oversee the work, which 
would be an added expense. 

"ith regard to classroom accomodation; I am 
of the opinion that three rooms would be ample. According 
to the Minister's letter to the Bishop, the idea is, to 
provide for 50 resident pupils. The large majority of 
these would of course heave to be recruited from other 
reserves of the agency, and there should be no difficulty 
in that. However, a8 to day school pupils, I may say 
that the highest quarterly average attendance attained 
during the past two years, was 20, and the aversge 
juarterly attendance for these two years, is 14,58. 
tf classroom accomodation is provided for a total of 
80 pupils, including the 50 resident ones, this should 
cover all the requirements T think, and three rooms, \ 
the basement, would be sufficient, 

35 pupils each. 

The lumber, sash, doors, windows, and other 
building materials for the construction, would have to be 
shipped in from Winnipeg. 


I would like, here, to mention a point that 
has probably not as yet been considered; and that is, that 
this new school should be erected here at Norway House, 
instead of at Cross Lake. \t Norway House, the school 
would be within easy reach of the agency, and the doctor 
and the hospital; and could be visited much more frequently 
then if it were at Cross Lake. Tf the school were 
established here of course, all the materials for the 
building would have to be provided, as there would not be 
any stone from the old building walls to use. However, 
the Rev: Father Chamberland, who is the Priest in charge 
to act as Principal at Cross Lake has spoken to me about 
this proposed new school, and it is his desire to have it 
erected at “hiskeyjJack Portege, which is about 15 miles 
from the old school site at Cross Lake, in which case again, 
none of the stone from the old building would be avai lable 
for use. Another consideration is freighting facilities. 
At Norway Mouse, all through the navigation season, we have 
a weekly boat from Winnipeg, whereas st whiskeyjack, to 
where freight for Cross Lake is shipped, there are only 
two boat trips a year made, by a small tug and b gif one 

- trip - 
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trip is made about the second week in June, and the other 
about two weeks before the close of navigation in the 
fall. This point should no doubt be considered whether 
the school is built either at Gross Lake or Whiskey jack. 


With regard to the resident pupils, which 
will have to be recruited from all the reserves of the 
agency, there is no greater merit in having the school 
at Cross Lake than at Norway House. As you are no 
doubt aware, singe the 014 school was destroyed by fire, 
the Cross Lake ®.C.Indian Residential School has been 
operated in two separate units, one at Cross Lake, and 
the other here at Norway House. The pupilage allowed 
is 30. At Gross Lake there are 10 resident girl pupils 
and here at Norway House there are 20 resident pupils; 
10 boys and 10 girls. If the building were built 
at Norway House, on the present R.C.Mission site, there 
would be ho difficulty in getting needed materials week 
by week as required, whereas, as stated above, there 
are only two trips a year wade by boat to carry freight 
to Cross Lake, and unless everything needed were sent 
out on the first trip, the work might possibly be held 
up. There is no telegraphic cormunication with Cross 
L , and mail service but once every two weeks, and at 
Norway House there is radio telegraph, and a eekly mail 
service. In these circumstances, if there happened to 
be a shortage of material at Cross Lake, 4t would take 
considerable time to procure it. At Cross Leake, 
they have a new day school bu {lding, erected about tw 
years ago. Tf the proposed new proved school 
were to be built at Norway Nouse, IT w 4 recommend 
dormitory accomodation for aboyt 60 pupils t rovid 
and the same classroom accomodation as su g j 
school wepe to be built at Cross 
rooms, for about 35 pupils each.

With further reference to Mr R.A.Hoey's 
letter No; 123=1-1 of the 6th April, and my reply thereto 
of the 20th April, regarding the proposed new improved 
Indian day school, which it is proposed to construct at 
the Roman Catholic Mission at the Cross Lake r 
beg to 4 é n rom a visit 
to the Cross Lake reserve. 

I spent a day at the R.C.Mission with the 
Rev: A.Chamberland 0.M.I. the Priest in charge, and with 
him, went over the ground carefully. 


As stated in my letter of the 20th April, 
there are still the masonry walls of the old school pbuilding 
standing, some of the materials of which could no doubt be 
used in the construction of the new school. These walls 
are about 30 feet high, I should judge, and are over two 
feet thick. There is one portion of these walls, which 
were the walls of the chapel portion of the old school, 
which are in very good condition, with the exception of 
two small cracks in the masonry. The outside measurements 
of this portion are 6! ', and one end adjoins the walls 
of the main building. father Chamberland suggested that 
probably these walls might serve as they are, fom one of 
the units of the new school, provided the two cracks 
mentioned were properly repaired, which would not be difficult 
However, I think that a more expert opinion than mine sho 
be secured before definitely deciding that these walls were 
sound enough to make use of as they are. There is a basement 
under this- ofcourse full of rubbish 


n 

at present. There is stone in the old walls, sufficient to 
build both units of the proposed new school, and all the 
foundations, as well as one can tell at present, are still 
sound. Apart from the stone, there is no material left from 
the old school which could be used in the new one. 


The site at Cross Lake is good, being on the 
lake shore, and of course close to an ample supply of good 
water. There is a very good lot of buildings, such 4s barn, 
machine shed, workshop, hen house, etc., and all these are in 
first class condition. There is also 4 small acreage of 
land cultivated, but sufficient to take care of their needs 
for garden purposes, grain for the animals and fowl, and so on 


All materials such as windows, doors, roofing, 
flooring, hardware etc, would have to be shipped in; from 
Winnipeg which is the nearest shipping center. 


In my letter of the 20th April, I mentioned a 
- suggestion -

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that consideration might be given to Norway House as the 
location for the new school. I discussed this matter with 
Father Chamberland, but he could not, of cotirse make any 
definite statement without the sanction of his Bishop. 
However, both Norway House and Cxoss Lake have each a 
number of advantages that the other lacks. Norway House 
has by far the better shipping and communication facilities. 
From Winnipeg, the freight rate to Norway House is 60¢ per 
100 lbs, whereas the rate to Cross Lake, via Whiskey jack 
Portage, (usually but twice a year), is between $1.25 and 
$1.50 per 100 lbs. Norway House has weekly freight and 
mail service throughout the summer. Cross Lake has but two 
a year; in J 

ma : 
telegra > an ross ‘Leake has none. 
however, they already have outbuildings, and a small acreage 
of farm land under cultivdtion. At Norway House they have 
some buildings, but there is practically no land that can be 
cultivated, excepting small patches for gardens. It would be 
impossible to operate a farm, even a small one, in connection 
with the school at Norway House, but this is possible ona 
small scale at Cross Lake. The raising of cattle would be 
out of the question at Norway House, there being no pasturage 
or land to cultivate. However, it is the concensus of opinion 
here that the Indian schools would be better off as far as 
health is concerned, if the cows were done away with, and 
Drimilk or Trumilk used. At the present time, the United 
Church Residential School at Norway House keep a few cows, 
put all the milk they get is boiled before it is used. I 
am of the opinion that all these cows are !.B. infected, and 
Dr Turpel has expressed this opinion many times. If the 
new school were to be established at Norway House, it would 
be much better from the Agency and the Medical standpoints 
also. 


This letter, and my letter to Mr R.A.Hoey 
of the 20th April, contain, I think, all the information 
requested in Mr Hoey's letter of the 6th April. If any 
further information is required I shall be glad to be 
advised.

Right Reverend M. Lajeunesse, O.M.I., visited the 
Department on May 26th and made enquiries regarding the 
possibility of our proceeding with the Cross Lake School. 
I told him that, as far as I was aware, an amount would be 
included in the supplementary estimates. 


He pointed out that for the past 10 years the 
Reverend Sisters at Cross Lake Mission had been residing in 
a very poor building and therefore Bishop Lajeunesse would 
appreciate if the building in which it is intended to provide 
dormitory accommodation would be built first. He further 
recommended that the school be built on the site of the former 
school as he considered ‘there was a quantity of material there 
that could be used and, at the same time, there is a good farm. 
He also mentioned that a barn had been erected a year or so 
before the fire and that this barn is in good condition. 


pi ahe ja joenesse called at the office again on 
May 30th and stated that in the meantime he had an interview 
with the Honourable the Minister, to whom he expressed the 
above suggestion. Honourable Mr. Crerar advised him to bring 
his suggestions to your attention. 


Today (June 10th) the attached letter, dated April 
20th, was received from Indian Agent Lazenby. In this letter

With reference to your memoranda of the 6th

It ie noted from Dr. MeGill's memorandum of 
the 6th instant thet the elassroom unit should consist 
of four classrooms with full besement accommods tion. 


From the informtion submitted by Mr. Lazenby

At the request of Councillor William Thomas 
Towers, No; 320 Norway House Band, I am writing to the 
Department to see if anything might be done, to have the 
case of George Paynter reviewed, with the object of 
securing this boy's freedom from the Stoney Mountain 
Penitentiary on parole. 


The boy George Paynter, was convicted, I 
undershafid, in August 1930, of setting fire to the Cross 
Lake Roman Catholic Indian Residential School, which 
resulted in the deaths of 12 of the pupils of the school, 
and the Sister Superior. I understand also, that the 
boy's preliminary hearing wes held at Norway House, and 
that he was committed for trial. The trial was held in 
Winnipeg, and the boy was sentenced to life imprisonment, 
since which time he has been confined in the penitentiary at 
Stoney Mountain, Manitoba. 


This boy, George Paynter, lost both parents when 
very young, and was adopted by William Thomas Towers at the 
age of 5 years. When 7 years of age, he was sent to the 
R.C.Residential School at Cross Lake, where he attended for 
approximately nine years. He was 16 years of age at the 
time of the burning of the school in February 1930. Another 
pupil was concerned in tne burining of the school, with 
George Paynter, but was given a short term of imprisonment 
only, and realesed. This boy's name, I am told, was 
Nelson Hughes. 


William Thomas Towers, the guardian of George 
Paynter, is, I may say, a very fine type of Indian. He 
is at present one of the Councillors of the Norway House 
Sand, and has been a Chief. He also received the King's 
Coronation medal. He is a good living man, industrious 
very honest and dependable, and if George Paynter were 
allowed to return to him, he would be under good influence. 


William Thomas Towers informs me that when George 
Paynter was at home from the school on holidays, he was 
always ofeliient, and never any trpuble. If the boy's case 
were reviewed, his age at the time of the offence might be 
taken into consideration; also that he has now served almost 
eight years of his sentence.

I am in receipt of your letter of the 18th 
instant with reference to George Paynter who was 
given a life sentence in 1950 for setting fire to 
the Cross lake Indian residential school. 


Very careful consideration has been given to 
the contents of your letter but at the present time 
the Department is not favourably dispésed to make 
representations to the Justice Department for 
Paynter's parole. 


The offence which he committed was extremely 
serious and the results appalling; besides, he has 
only served a comparatively short time in view of 
the sentence that he received. It is extremely 
doubtful if the Justice Department would look with 
favour on any application for parole.

Previous to the completion of the new Cross 
Lake Indian Residential School it was understood that 
some of the pupils for whom institutional care is 
necessary were accommodated in a building owned by 
the Church authorities at Norway House. 


It is presumed that these children have already 
been transferred to the new Cross Lake School, [If 
not, they should be taken there immediately as the 
Department will not consider allowing any further 
grant for oe living in the building at Norway 
House. We will, of course, continue allowing salary 
for the teacher of the Jack River R.C. Day School. 


I am writing to Indian Agent Lazenby and 
instructing him to make certain that all Catholic 
children in the vicinity of Norway House who require 
institutional care will be sent to the Cross Lake 
Indian Residential School. It is understood, of 
course, that as many as possible of these ehildren 
should continue attending the Jack River R.C. Day 
School. The Agent is also being informed that he 

ould point out to the Indians that children being 
sent to Cross Lake are really receiving preferred 
consideration due to the fact that the latter school 
is fireproof.

Dear Sir: 


While it is presumed that the children who 
have been accommodated in the Church-owned building 
at Norway House have now been transferred to the 
Cross Lake Indian Residential Sehool I am communi- 
cating with Bishop Lajeunesse advising him that if 
this action has not been taken it should be done at 
once. 


All Catholic children who require institutional 
care should be sent to the new Cross Lake Residential 
School. It is understood, of course, that parents 
who are in a position to support their ehildren should 
keep them at home and have them attend the Jack River 
R.C. Day School. 


The Department does not anticipate any difficulty 
in having children requiring institutional care in the 
vicinity of Norway House go to Cross Lake but you 
should point out to the parents of the Catholic children 
that those who are sent to that school are receiving 
preferred treatment in view of the fact that the new 
sehool is fireproof.

I beg to advise you that Rev: Henry Boissin 
O.M.I. the Priest in charge of the Jack River R.C.Mission 
and school, has been to the office to-day to consult with 
me regarding a@ proposed rearrangement of the pupils. 


As you are aware, for some years past the 
pupils of the Cross Lake R.C.Indian Residential School 
have been divided between Cross Lake, where there were 
10 resident pupils, and Jack River school at Norway House, 
where there have been 20 resident pupils. 


Father Boissin suggests that, since the new 
R.C.Residential School at Cross Lake is in operation, the 
Jack River School be allowed to retain 20 girl pupils only, 
without any boys, and that the boy pupils now at the Jack 
River school be disposed of as follows:- 


Pupil No; 124 - Alex Ross 
- William Ross 
- John Wm McKay 
7 - John James Menow 
bs - David Menow 


all to be transferred from the Jack River School to the 
Cross Lake School. The first three of the above five 
pupils belong to the Cross Lake Band, and that is where 
their homes are. The other two belong to Norway House 
Band, but Father Boissin advises me that their parents are 
willing to have them go to the Cross Lake School. 


Father Boissin also recommends that the 
following three pupils be discharged;- 


Pupil No; 119 - John James Menow Aged 14 
131 - Abel Taylor Li 13 past 
" 128 - Tom Harper " 13 past 


If the above suggestion of Father Boissin's is 
approved, he will recruit enough girl pupils tq replace these 
boys, and bring his pupilage again up to 20 as authorized, and 
have none but girl pupils in residence, and the Jack Riven 
R.C.Day School will carry on as previously. , 


Will you please advise me if the Department will 
approve of the above. The 20 pupils at Jack River School will 
of course be in addition to the pupilage allowed for the Cross 
Lake R.C.Residential School at Cross Lake, and will form a part 
of that school as before.

Dear Sir; 


It is the first opportunity I have this year 
to report about our Ex. Pupils Club. I should say, 
I think, that it has shown some improvements. Their 
garden, although this year's crop has heen a failure 
all around, has yielded wore than the previous summer. 
Three new houses has been built, and completed. Two 
have been started. The members have kept their good 
will and we expect them to make more efforts to im- 
prove their condition. However when one deals with 
the indian problem,he has to keep in mimd, that not only 
one aspect of their mentality, but to a certain extend 
all their nature have to be changed. It is evident 
that this can not be done in a couple years of trainning. 
One can not expect astonishing and immediate results . 
If there is any progress, even if hardly noticeable,we 
should be satisfied,because it is a step forward, a 
greater aptitude to receive more education, more 
training and thus to come to a better living. 


I have kept in mimd the idea of 
having a small carpenter shop for our alumni. This 
project starts to be realized at present. We use the 
old Day School for this purpose and the tools you have 
Supplied. This , if properly managed, should bring them 
to make furnitures for their homes, tobaggans, snow- 
shoes, ect. We have to bring ambition in their heart. 
We have to keep them busy. The more they will work, the 
more they will like t@ work and the more they will be 
fitted to do so. 


There is lots they can do by their 
own means. They need somebody to push them to do it, 


to tell them how to do it, and encourage them while 
they do it. 
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Brother Menard has done very much in thie regard 
so far. To meet adequately this problem it would require 
all his time, what, he can not do, at the present time, 
although he is doing a great deal. If circumstances 
permit later, I would be only too glad to see him look 
after this question more extensively. 


In a close future the number of our ex-pupilse of this reserve 
will amount to a couple hundred and over. We have this 
year more than seventy-five children from this reserve. 
You can see what opportunity we will have to train them. 
I am well convinced that the good done by the school will 
avail to very little if there is no post-school adapted 
training. When a graduate is leaving school and goes back 
home, in a very short time he is not different that the 
ordinary indians. I believe that the real work has to be 
done after school time, I emphasize this and I am sure 
it is important. 


New problems will have to be faced within twenty 
years. Twenty years ago the Cross Lake population was 
around four hundred. It is close now @reundeight hundred . 
This means that in a same period of time the population 
normally should be up to twelve hundred at least. The 
trapping ground will be the same, if not smaller as the 
Provincial Governement has started to lease to white 
trappers, trapping grounds around the countyy where our 
Indians are trapping. As probably it will be the same 
case for the surrounding reserves, you can see what will 
happen, and the gravity of the question. We shouldfore- 
see this situation and act accordingly. 


I am very pleased to hear that the Department 
is going to establish muskrats farms around this settlement 
and in many other places. It is a very wise, and vital 
undertaking, and should be given an immediate attention. 
The soonest will be the better. These farms should provide 
a good amount of earning to the Indians. However, in the 
course of time if the number of these farms incresses 
considerably the prices for the muskrats will drop probably. 
Nevertheless it will always be a great source of revenues. 


I am confident that in these farms the beavers 
being well protected will multiply rapidly. To my opinion, 
if this happens and I believe it will, it should help 
very much the Indians. There will be always a good demand 
for beaver and the prices should keep high. 
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These sources of revenues are going to be 
the most important ones, but at the same time gardening, 
home industries, ect. will prove very helpful to them. 
They have to be increased and encouraged. 


We have already try this with the Ex-Pupils 
and it is our intention to keep on. We are studying also 
about the goats. Doctor Corrigan has expressed us his great 
wish to see us experimenting with them. I have written to 
Rev. Father Brochet of Pine Falls to find out what are the 
results he has with them and thepossibility to have the 
Indians keep them in a profitable way. I did not get the 
answer yet, but as soon as he replies to my letter, I will 
decide and let you know. So far I am inclined to think it 
would be a very useful animal for the Indians. 


I am sending you a requisition for building 
materials and also for some tools. I am fully aware of the 
war conditions in which we are, but I would be very obliged 
if you could buy these necessary materials and tools.

Dear Father Chamberland: 


I have for acknowledgment your letter 
of March 19, in which you sunmarize the progress that 
has been made in the promotion of an ex-pupil assoc- 
iation at Cross Lake. 


The report on the whole is to me very 
encouraging, particularly the vocational training for 
which you appear to have made provision. I was 
interested to learn of the substantial increase that 
has taken place in the Indian population at Cross Lake 
during the last 20 years. You point out that this 
steadily increasing population must of necessity create 
problems with which we shall have to deal from time to 
time. You will be glad ta learn of the progress made in 
the promotion of areas suitable for the propagation of 
muskrats in the Saskatchewan delta, and it is my hope 
that attempts will be made to develop somewhat similar 
areas at other reserves and, in addition to this, a 
number of beaver sanctuaries, where such sanctuaries 
can be established with prospect of success. 


I have not had a report at any time 
within the last year from Father Brachet in respect 
to the success he has had in establishing a goat herd 
at the Fort Alexander School. It is my hope, however, 
that this projeet has been successful and that you, too, 
will be able to establish a herd at Cross Lake. If the 
Indians are prepared to destroy dogs on the reserve, 
other than those absolutely necessary for the transport- 
ation of goods, I feel confident that goats would prove 
a very valuable asset to a great many of our Indian

Honourable and Dear Sir: 


In compliance with your wishes expressed 
cuzin your recent visit here in The Pas, I am now 
exposing the conditions of tuberculosis in which the 
Indians of Norway House and neighborhood are suffering 
and I wish to offer you our services for the foundation 
of a sanatorium at that place. 


In The five reserves coming under the jurisdict- 
fon of the Norway House agency (Norway House, Cross Lake, 
Oxford House, God's Lake and Tsland Lake) there are about 
four thousand (4,000) treaty Indians that are actually 
deprived of all medical care in what regards tuberculosis. 
During my visit in that district this summer, I was told 
that whenever a patient was found suffering from this 
disease, there was nothing further that could be done 
for him. He was obliged to return to his home to die 
a miserable death after having spread the germs of his 
disease among his own people at home and neighborhood. 


The idea of having a sanatorium in this 
central district in the North does not originate with 
us; it was Dr. Turple who first expressed the thought. 
Dr. Corrigan also recognizes such a necessity. 


The main reasons rendering such an instit- 
ution indispensable can be grouped as follows: 


1. The hospital at Norway House is already too 
small to accept ordinary cases and is actually 
unable to offer further accommodations for 
contagious cases as tuberculosis. 
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2. In having a separate building as a sanat- 
orium for these cases, the same doctor 2ould 
look after both groups of patients, hence 4 
reason of economy on this point. 


3. Owing to the weekly air mail service existing 
between Norway House and other points, consider~ 
able travelling expenses could be saved thereby. 


4. Norway House is also central and can be 
supplied at low cost by water transportation 
over Lake Winnipeg. 


5. Indians suffering from tuberculosis will 
easily come to Norway House which has ever been 
their centre for obtaining provisions and other 
supplies, while they would never go to Winnipeg 
where they would die of lonesomeness. 


6. In the summer, travelling to Winnipeg from 
Norway House is not too costly and in the event 
of some patient requiring special surgical care, 
he could always be sent if necessary after being 
prepared and disposed to while at the Norway 
House sanatorium. 


Whatewe have to offer in co-operation with you 
in establishing such an institution is this: 


Since the re-opening of the Indian Residential 
School at Cross Lake, we are no longer allowed to have 
any treaty children at the school at Norway House. Because 
of this, our school at Norway House is practically vacant. 
It is only being used as a day school, which we could 
easily otherwise provide by 4 separate building. Such a 
move would leave the actual school totally and immediately 
convertéble into a sanatorium for tubercular cases. In 
fact, we could immediately have accommodations for fifteen 
patients without a single cent being disbursed by the 
Government for constructions. 


We believe this undertaking so necessary am 
so urgent that we are willing to receive T. B. patients 
for whatever retribution the Department of Indian Affairs

Will judge reasonable. The basis for such estimations 
can well be that of the expenses per capita incurred 
for the maintenance of the Dynavor Sanatorium. All we 
ask is a little help to begin this work. 


We hope, Honourable Sir, that this summary 
of information will enable you to understand the 
situation at Norway House and that despite our hard 
times you will be able to find means and ways to remedy 
existing conditions among the above mentioned Indians 
for what we think is a minimum initial cost and which 
can easily be effected this very summer.

Rt. Rev. Me Lajeunesse, 0.M.I., Viear- 
apostolic of Keewatin, visited the Dep nt 


recently and discussed with the offictals of the 
welfare & Training Service the possibility of 
inereasing the — at the Cross take Indian 
Residential Ssehool. n view of the fact that the 
Medical officer at the Norway louse Agency hed 
expressed the opinion that the Cross Lake Sehool 
was overcrowied, the Bishop ated that the 
overcrowding at Cross lake ¢ be overcome by 
again placing children in the building owned by the 
Diocese of Keewatin near Norway House. This 
particular building has accommodation for approxi- 
mately 25 children and was used for several years 
following the destruction of the Cross Lake 
sesidential Sehool by fire some years ago. 


The Bishop pointed out that the overcrowding 
at the Cross Lake fiesidential Sehool wae due to the 
large number of children on the Cross [ake lieserve 
for whom educational facilities are necessary. iy 
placing 85 children in the building at Norway louse 
the number accommodated at the present Cross Lake 
Residential Sehool could be reduced to 100. At the 
resent time the authorized pupllage at Cross lake 
is 100. ‘The Bishop asked that the pupilage at the 
Beauval Residential Sehool, which is also under his 
jurisdiction, be reduced from 100 to 60 and the

MEMORANDUM: 


Re: Construction of Indian Day Schools, 
CROSS LAKE and SANDY BAY Agencies, Manitoba. 


In a memorandum dated January 20, 1938, 
4t was recommended by this Division that a two-room 
Indian day school with full basement accommodation 
be established on the Sandy Bay Reserve. 


It was recommended also, in a memorandum 
dated October 2@, 1937, that an improved Indien day 
school of three or four rooms be established on the 
Cross Lake Indian Reserve. 


The files do not indicate just why the 
submissions from this Division in respect to the con- 
struction of these schools were not adopted. In the case 
of Cross Lake, a residential school capable of accommod- 
ating 100 pupils was puilt. At Sandy Bay the residential 
school was remodelled and accommodation provided for 
95 pupils.

Re Over-crowding at Cross Lake Indian 
Residential School. Your File 123-1-13 


Please refer to your memorandum of the 
16th instant in the above matter. 


I have had an opportunity of discussing 
it with the Minister and he approves of steps being 
taken to remove a number of the children from the school 
and permitting them to be temporarily transferred to 
the building owned by the church in the vicinity of 
Norway House. It should be distinctly understood by 
the church that this is only a temporary arrangement 
and is to take care of the present situation only so 
long as the Department is unable to provide day school 
accommodation at Cross Lake. 


It is somewhat unfortunate that the 
crowding at the school should have been permitted. 
Since the receipt of your memorandum I have had an 
opportunity of reading Doctor Corrigan's report of 
March 16th and I note that when the school was re-opened 
Doctor Corrigan pointed out to Father Chamberlain that 
the enrolment was exceeding 80. 


Your attention is again drawn to the 
letter written by the Minister to Bishop Lajeunesse 
of 17th March, 1958. It is somewhat unfortunate that 
we did not proceed with the building of the day school 
first rather than the residential school. However this 
was not done because it seemed more convenient at the 
time to make use of the foundation and walls of the old 
building which had been destroyed by fire. 


The need for day school accommodation 
should also be kept in mind and plans made to construct 
the new buildings as and when funds are available. 


The letter Mr. Phelan received from 
Bishop Lajeunesse is returned herewith.

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Right Reverend sir: 


With reference to your recent visit to the 
Department and also Ba etter of June 6, addressed 
to Mr. Phelan, the Minister has approved of trans- 
cenvene a email group of children from Cross Lake to 
the lding that you have available at Norway House, 
in order to avoid crowding in the Cross Lake 
Residential School. From July 1, 1945, we are re- 
| mea the papi lage at the Beauval Residential school 
from 100 to increasing the pupilage at the 
Cross Lake Residential School from 1 to 120. 


In preparing the quarterly returns, the names 
of the oniidren at norway House should be’ included 
on the regular return from Cross Lake. 


I am directed to advise you that the permission 
to transfer children to the building at Norway House 
is only a temporary arrangement and is to take care 
of the present situation only as long as the rt- 
ment is unable to provide day school accommodation 
at Cross Lake. 


I trust that the authorization given in this 
letter will permit zee to avoid any overcrowding at 
Cross Lake during the coming academic year.

Dear Dr- Moore: 


I have just returned from Cross Lake, where 
I held tonsil clinic in the school, where I operated on twenty- 
five children. While there Isaw one of the pupils die of 
tubercular meningitis. This is the third student who has 
died at the Cross Lake School of tubercular meningitis in the 
past four months. Thestudent I mention was 4 little girl 
seven years old, whom I had seen on my visit in March, and 
concerning whom I left instructions that she bo kept in 
bed. I find that my instructions regarding e other 
children whom I asked to be kept in bed had not been carried 
out « 


tT asked that all children from the Reserves 
other than Cross Lake call at Norway House on the way home for 
summer holidays to be x-rayed. For some reason this could ‘ 
not be arranged for the God's Lake children, but_I did see _aF 
those from Island Lake and Poplar Rivere-«—I would recommend 
that some of these children should not return to school, as 
they are suffering from tubercolosis. 


I feel that I mst ask for a very definite 
ruling en the part of the Department as regards the Cross Lake 
School, otherwise I must refuse to take any responsibility for 
the health of these children, and I feel that the Department 

itself by making such a ruling. As I wrote you 
s believed that the dormitories 
chool were designed for 80 children, and yet 
ommodated 100. Aside from the 
ed to accommodate, I know that 100 
is away too many, der to get 100 children in these 
a@rmitories, the beds must touch side by side and head to foot. 
I believe that this question should be settled immediately, and 
that Mr. Lazenby be instructed to take it up with the Principal 
either at Treaty time, or at the warliest possible, and by that 
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I do not mean writing a letter and forgetting about it. TI 
have taken up the matter of overcrowding with the Principal 
myself, and he has signified to me that he intends to continue 
with 100 children, unless he received definite instructions 
from the Department to the contrary. He states that his 
school cannot operate on the present grant, and continue to 
make money, unless they have 100 children. 


Purthermore, I would recommend, in fact I feel 
I ghould insist, that all children entering thiw school should 
be x-rayed, in order to protect myself and the Department. I 
have brought over from Cross Lake enough children whom I had 
x-rayed @ year or two years ago, to know that many of them 
must have developed tubercolosis in the school during the past 
year. 


: I would a}so recommend that no children frém 
Island Lake be allowed to enter this school, or the Norway 
House Boarding School, As I have told you before I believe 
that the Island Lake people have very little immunity to 
Tubercolosis and.I.do not bélieve they should be brought out 
and mixed with people who. have practically 100% infection.

In view of the medical officer's report, 
the Department wishes not more than 30 children to be 
kept in residence at the Cross Lake Residential School 
during the academic year 1943-44, 


You will also note the medical officer's 
report regarding ehildren from Island Lake. In view of 
his statement, the Department feels that no children 
from this reserve should be allowed in the Cross Lake 
Residential School during the coming academic year.

Dear Mr. Hoey, 

I received last night the copy of thé letter that 
you sent to Bishop M.Lajeunesse on the I3th.of July.I wish also 
to thank you sincerely for the copy of a report sent to the 
Department by Doctor Corrigan with reference to tuberculosis 
amongst the children of Cross Lake Residential S6hool.A8 this 
report of Dr.Corrigan contains some exagerations and false 
assertions,I feel that it is my duty to protest against such a 
statement,by retracting some affirmations which to my opinion 
could not be proved by Dr.Corrigan,as they are merely the 
effects of his prejudicial ideas,seeing nothing else but tuber- 
culosis all over. 

I am just as much if not more interested than Dr. 
Corrigan to see that tuberculosis will not spread in the school 
and I told the Doctor that the children were not catching tu- 
bereulosis in the school,but on their reserves where they spend 
two months with people contaminated with disease such as 1.8. 
They come back to school after holidays with that sickness, 
and only waiting for a cold or an epidemic to awake and develop 
the germs of T.B. 

I told the Doctor,that according to my opinion, 
it is impossible to free the school from such cases and if the 
Department wants to avotd such defeciency,he should start 
first by cleaning the Reserves and then this great problem 
would be easily solved for the schools. 

In his report,the Doctor says that in the four 
past months,three children died in the school of Tubercular 
Meningitis.To my knowledge,only two died of that sickness.The 
girl that died in February,died of kidney trouble.Then,Mary 
Dixon,who died of Tubercular Meningitis at Norway House Hos- 
pital,was sick when the doctor was here in May.He ordered the 
ehild to be sent immediately/Kegarding this girl,a year ago in 
May,we sent her to Norway House Hospital,as Shehad swollen 
T.B. glands on the neck.In the summer, the doctor advised me to 
discharge her,and so I did.Last fall,he sent her back to school 
by the last plane,with those glands still running.If he had 
sent her straight home,as it was understbod,maybe we would not 
have lost the little Martha Rivers who also died of T.Meningitis 
This child was in bed in March when the doctor was here,and we 
kept her in bed nearly all the time until we removed her from 
the infirmary where Mary Dixon started to develop T.Meningitis. 

In February,there was an epidemic on the Reserve, 
and of course nearly all the children had it too.Some remained 
very weak and ran a temperature for 4 long time.When the doctor 
came in March,he said that some of the children should be kept 
in bed for three,four and six months.I told him that I was not 
keeping a hospital or a sanatotium,and that I was going to send 
them to Norway House Hospital.He replied that he had no room 
for them.I suggested to send some of them to The Pas Hospital. 
As he did not want this to be done,we kept the children in bed 
until we thought they were well enough to be up.The epidemic 
on the Reserve lasted from February until April and there was 
no doctor and no nurse on the Reserve to look after these 
people;so the consequence was that the children of the school 
were sick twice.The nurse of the school had not enough time 
to look after the Indians of the Reserve. 

In July,1942,the Chief and the Indians sent a 
petition to the Department asking for a graduated nurse on the 
Reserve,but the petition was not taken into consideration by 
the Department,and the nesult was that with this epidemic last 
winter,some weak children of the schoot were sick and developed 
T.B. in the school.

school.Only a few of our own 
lame hed tors L-sares before being accepted in the school,as it is 
not very handy to have them sent to Norway House just for that a 
pose;though I feel that the Department should have so arrangements 
made to this effect.But if this cannot be easily done/Seems as if 
there is another way of finding out if a child has active T.B.or not, 
I think that when the doctor fills the Physical Examination on the 
Application Form for admission,should at least take the ordinary 
means to examine the children.Since I am here,I Fave never seen him 
use a stethescope to sound the children's chest,as he seems to have 
faith only in the X-Ray.I think that at least if this ordinary pre- 
caution was taken,it would help avoiding children to be accepted 
and who are already contaminated.Moreover, las+ summer,the doctor ac- 
cepted some children whom he thought had T.B.but believed that the 
best place for them after all was in school.Why,now,does he seem to 
blame the schooland says in the last paragraph of his report that we 
have practically 100% infection here?If he thinks there is so much 
infection,he must not blame me for over-crowding the school,which is 
Oo. 

— The pupilage of the school authorized by the Department, 
was I00,and we never had that number yet.Dr.Corrigan,I believed,had 
in his mind that the dormitories were made to accomodate only 80, 
and this is why he still believes and insists that the pupilage 
should be reduced to 80.At present we have 95 beds in the dormitories 
and it is not true as he states in his report that the beds must 
touch side by side,and head to foot.They were touching head to foot 
when he came in the dormitories,but this had been done to have a 
space of eight feet in the center.He never measured the dormitories 
to find out if there was a sufficient number of cubic feet for the 
number of children we had.I am sure that we have enough cubic feet 
and flooring to accomodate at least 96 children, 

I told Dr.Corrigan that it was impossible to administrate 
this school with only 80 children,and that,so as not to have a deficit 
at the end of the year,we had to continue to operate with 100, 

He states that I said it took I00 children to continue to make money. 
We are not making money even with I00 children but it takes that 
number to make both ends meet. It is the same expense to run the 
school for 100 or for 80.So0 if the Department cuts the pupilage to 
eighty children,it means that we will be at least $5000 short every 
year.So as our dormitories can easily accomodate 95 children,I hope 
the Department will not reduce the pupilage to 80,and by so doing, 
oblige us to suffer a deficit of $3000 yearl 


I am also anxious to have all the Cross Lake children 
X-rayed before | are admitted to the school and also will suggest 
i 


that we have the clinic here soon and that all the Indians of this 
Reserve be examined by X-Ray too, 

Regarding the Island Lake children,I am very willing 
not to accept any new ones in the school, but suggest that those that 
are etn | accepted should come back after Summer holidays, provided 
that they do not have active 1.3. 

Dear Mr.Hopy,you may be assured,that my great and most 
Sincere desire is to cooperate with the Department and that it has 
never been my intention to keep T.B. children in the school, being 
aware of it.In fact,I have discharged some whom I thought could be a 
danger of contamination to others. 

Hoping that these well meant remarks may have en- 
lightened you in some way concerning the present condition of our 
school,I feel confident that the Department will agree as to not re- 
ducing the pupilage as was Suggested by Dr.Corrigan,as he will not be 
the one to carry all the worries of administrating the school,or to 
pay for the deficit at the end of the year. 

I would be most grateful to you and would appreciate 
most highly,an answer from you before school re-opens,

Reverend Sir: 


I have your letter of the 30th ultimo, with 
reference to Dr. Corrigan's report about the condition 
of the children of the Cross Lake Indian Residential 
School. The contents of your letter have been fully 
discussed with the Acting Superintendent of Medical 
Services, Dr. Moore. 


There appears to be some doubt if the 
dormitories in the school have sufficient air space 
for the number of children that have been enrolled. 


The information that we have on file in this 
office has been taken from the annual report submitted 
by you and it is stated that the size of the boys’ 
dormitory is 47'6" =x 30" x 12 and that the girls’ 
dormitory is the same size. Multiplying these figures 
gives the oubic content of the two do tories as 
34,200 cubic feet. As you are aware, the Department 
has always considered that approximately 500 cubie 
feet of air space is required in dormitories in Indian 
residential schools. This would mean that the 
dormitories at Cross Lake have only a cubic air space 
sufficient for 68 pupils. Possibly the information 
we have regarding the size of the dormitories is 
{noorrect and I would, therefore, appreciate your 
advising me by return mail if our information is 
correct and, if not, you should let me have the 
dimensions of the dormitories. In the latter event, 
of course, you should state the length, width end 
height of the dormitories.

He could not help ask me what we had done tg the dormitories. 
I reply:it is very simple .We just have chdge the disposition 
of the beds and it makes all the difference that you see. 


Shortly after Treaty 1 went to Norway House and 
Dr.Corrigan showed me the paragraph of The Act of Public 
Health for the Prowince of Manitoba.It is stated in this Act 
that 200 cubic feet of air space are required in halls or 
sleeping places for each child under twelve years old and 
400 cubic feet for adult over 14 years.Then Dr.Corrigan 
took hig pencil and start to figure how many children could 
be accomodated in « °F dormitories.As most of our children 
are under 12 years he found out that more than 150 children 
would have enough cubic feet of air space.He was amazed in 
front of these figures as we never had more than 97 children 
in the dormitories.He never said anything else about this 
subject as he must have recognized that before making reports 
to the Department he should have based them on facts and not 
on what he thought it was.

In the first place I would like to quote

(a) All rooms in dwellings or other buildirmes 
used for sleeping purposes shall contain not less 
than 400 cubic feet of air space for each adult and 
200 oubic feet for each child under 12 years of age 
occupying the same and in addition provision shall 
he made for continuous air change or circulation. 
There shall also be provided in all rooms ocoupiea for 
sleeping purposes a floor area of at least 40 eq. ft. 
per perean. 


(b) ‘The medical officer of health shall 
require a floor area of not less than 40 eq. feet per 
person in any room occupied for sleeping purposes 
when in his opinion such is required to safeguard the 
health of the occupants of such premises. 


Prom these figures it is easy to see that 
on the basis of floor space each dormitory should 
accommodate 37 or 38 children. However, 1 believe we 
are safe enough with 40 in each dormitory. When you 
work it out on the basis of cubic feet and take an average 
of 300 cubic feet, as the children renge in age from 
6 to 15 years, you will find that you have cubic feet 
enough for 56 children, due to the very high ceilings. 
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However, it would be a physical impossibility to put 

656 children in these dormitories. However, the cubic 
feet should not be considered in thie matter becauee 

1 believe the Department itself has always insisted 

on 500 cubic feet per child. Therefore. I feel that 

we must stick very closely to the Health Act and insist 
on 40 aq. ft. to the individual. I explained thia to 
Father Trudeau when he was at Norway House and it was 
probably unfortuna te that I was not very good in 
mathematics that day. However, thie is a fact i think 
he should not have taken advantage of. in dealing with 
Indian children who are 80 susceptible to tuberculosis 
I feel that we should take every precaution to guard 
them against thie disease, and I believe that adequate 
accommodation is one of the easiest methods. Further 
then thet, I believe that for the gooa of the Department 
and in order to protect ourselves, we should insist upon 
this regulation. 1 feel thatPanother epidemic of. tuber- 
oulosis occurs in the Cross Lake Sehool with 4 similer 
number of deaths as there were this spring, it could well 
destroy the School and the confidence of the indians in 
the Department. Please believe me when I say that there 
is no malicious intent on my part in any of this and that 
I have only the best inwrests of the School at heart. 


“uring the last Treaty at Cross lake many 
of the parents of the pupile of the Gross Lake School 
came to me and wanted to know why eo many children had 


been sick, and why. some hed died in the School. I find 
it very difficult to protect ourselvesin these cases.

The policy of this department in respect to accommodations in dormitories 
is that we try to follow out the provisions of the Health Act which states 
in section six of division one, part five of the regulations as follows: 


"The minimum floor area of any bedroom shall be sixty square 
feet and the minimum height or the ceiling, eight feet." 


We believe that in institutions where there is a chance of communicable dis- 
eases amongst the inmates there should be a greater floor space area -- at 
least seventy feet and in those parts of the institution at Portage le Prairie 
where we have reason to believe that there is communicable diseases, such as 
tuberculosis, we try to insist on at least seventy square feet. In many of 
our ordinary wards at Portage la Prairie at the present time, due to a short- 
age ot staff, where we have had to close wards and place patients in other 
wards, there has been some irregularity in the standards but I should say 
that our area is not less than fifty square feet of floor space.

I beg to report @€ February lst I visited 
and inspected the Cross Lake Roman Catholic Indian 
Residential School. The building throughout was in 
excellent condition in every way, and all the furnishings 
of every kind very well kept. There are three class 
rooms in operation at this school, and all three teachers 
were doing excellent work. 


In the primary room, which consisted of 
beginners and grade 1, the realting and arithmetic done by 
the pupils both in their scritlers and on the blackboard 
was very good. The beginners were being taught reading 
from the large 'Joe and Ruth! charts, and they could 
point out any word on the chart the teacher asked for. 

The grade 1 pupils did their reading clearly and distincily, 
and the teacher even had them read backwards. These pupils 
are making good headway. 


The next class room I visited consisted of 
grades 2, 3, 4 and 5, all boys. The reading by all grades 
in this room was very good. Arithmetic both mental, and 
done on the board was also very good. 


The third class room consisted of grades 2, 
3, 4 and 5, all girls. The work of these pupils also was 
very good in every way. 


The discipline throughout the school was 
excellent, and all the pupils were clean and well dressed, 
and everything about the school was very satisfactory.

While I am sincerely reluctent to add in any way to the many and 
heavy burdens you have to bear, inoreesed as they are by prevailing wer cond itions, 
I feel impelled to ask if you will try to inquire into the case of the young Indian, 
George Paynter, who was sentenced to life imprisonment ‘wr the part he is alleged 
to have taken in the burning down of the Cross Lake Indian Residential Sohool

written to m by Kiss Mary Le Kennedy, deughter of Captain Kennedy, one of the early 
and prominent picnecrs of the Red River Settlement . Her letter, written while a 
patient in the Winnipeg eneral Youn ital, reads, in vart, as fo Llowa't= 


"7 have had a visit from the Reve ~~ Wood, Methodist Missionary to the Stony 
Mountain Penitentiery. le wished to have my slent on ‘eorge Paynter, & lifer 
in the penitentiary. ‘le burned the R,Ce School at Cross lake fourteen years 
ago, when thixteen lives were lost, one # mune I visited this sohool two 
years creviously, © very fine institution, end eddressed the children. “eorge 
(16) was captured two yoars letere Originally he wes from Norway House, United 
Church. His mother died when he was three years, ami he hed « ragged life. 

The Norway House United Church Sohool was full at the time, so the Indian Agent 
said he mst go to the ReCe om at Cross Lake, 60 miles distent. ‘There he was 
jumediately re=baptized, end discriminated against. He tried to run away several 
times, was brought beck, ond cruelly beaten. Finally he seid he would escape 

if he had to burn the sohoo} - which sadly enough succeeded on @ secom attempt. 
There was an accessory, who, I am sure,’ engineered the mischief. Both boys 
were captured. serge had a life sentence ~ usually twenty years. The cther 
boy was released yoars *G°+ I saw him, and I em sure he was the real culprit.

I have just received a letter from 
reverend Father Rivard in charge of the Roman Catholic 
mission at Norway House in which he informs me that there 
are about 200 Catholic Indians in his mission and that 45 
children attend the combination Day and Residential School 
operated in connection with the mission. Fourteen of these 
are boarders, and the balance are day pupils. I understand 
that since the school was established, biscuits have been 
supplied for the noonday meal of the children, but no sugar 
or tea was ever received. No allowance either is given for 
fuel. It would be very much appreciated if help could be 
given along these lines. 


So far, only 25 aviator uniforms were 
given to the school; there were no overcoats or army clothing; 
if any of the above are available, it would be much appre- 
ciated if you could send another consignment to Norway House. 
This military clothing is very useful to the school to train 
the older girls in cutting and sewing, and supplies the 
poorer Indians with needed apparel. 


Through their missionary, reverend Father 
Rivard, the Indians have asked for two barges which they could 
use very profitably for the transportation of cordwood, hay, 
lumber, and horses. These Indians live on a strip of land 
fifteen miles long, and their only method of transportation is 
the lake and the river. Part of the Indians are on one side of 
the lake, and the others live along both banks of the river. 
They, therefore, have to use poth the lake and the river for 
the transportation of all the goods which they buy and the 
cordwood and lumber which they sell. The building of these 
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two barges should not be costly as the Indians have a sawmill 
or at least one which could be used for this purpose. Father 
Rivard is informed that help of this nature was granted to 
the Indians of Cross Lake. This is a matter which deserves 
consideration, for anything that can help the Indians to earn 
their own living should not be lightly refused when a request 
for it is made. 


Would it be possible for you to look in the 
case of the D'Arcis children whose mother is an unmarried Treaty 
woman. I understand that there is no one at the present time 
looking after the welfare of these children. They certainly 
can be considered as orphans and waifs. If a favorable 
decision could be arrived at in the immediate future, these 
children could be accepted in the Norway House School for the 


September. quarter. 


Several of the Norway House Indians have gardens 
in which they raise most of the ordinary vegetables, and their 
potato crop is generally very good. Their only place for storing 
the above is the mission root-house.

During the late fall and early winter there 


was an epidemic of Catarrhal Jaundice. It must have 
been very wide-spread as the Missionaries claimed it 
was practically 100%. However, I know this is not 
true. As far as I can learn there were no deaths. 

I believe practically all the children in the Cross 
Lake pesve=ne School were infected. I am not surprised 
at this, as find the population of this school has 
again risen to 96 pupils, which means the dormitories 
are overcrowded. I do not understand the need for this 
and strongly condemn it.

Two days ago I received your letter of May the 10th 
dealing with the complaint of Bello Ross that in the Cross 
Lake Boarding School: "...they make the children learn to 
pray and make them learn the Cree,to write". 


Pirst of all I do not see any thing wrong in teaching 
the children how to pray a® a good education has to be based 
on: relious convictions. The Manitéba School Programme which we 
follow here allows us half an hour a day for teaching of 
Religion and we do not take more time every day fot the teaching 
of catechism,1I must say that we teach them their prayers in 
Cree which is their own language so they won't be at a loss 
to pray with their parents when they go back home.During this haff 
hour we also teach them to read the Cree syllabic as written 
in their prayer books,When children reach higher grades they 
are thought their prayers and catechism in Englidh.

“Pirst of all I do not see anything wrong in 
teaching the children how to pray a8 4 good education has to 
be based on religious convictions. The Manitoba School 
Programme which we follow here allows us helf an hour a day 
tor teaching Religion and we do not take more time every day 
for the teaching of Catechism. that we teach them 
their prayers in Cree which is their own language so they won't 
be at a loss to pray with their parents when they go back home. 
During this half hour we also teach them to read the Cree 
syllabic as written in their prayer books. When children reach 
higher grades they are taught their prayers and catechism in 
English.

Dear Mr. Neary: 


While at Norway House recently Cpl. Rae of the 
Royal Canadian Mounted Police spoke to me regarding 
Indian boys starting fires. Cpl. Rae mentioned the follow- 
ing boys, all pupils of the Cross Lake School - R. Blacksmith, 
age 13, James MacKay, age 12, Jack Millar, age 8, Joseph 
Ross, age ll. 


Apparently R. Blacksmith and J, MacKay started a 
fire the latter part of September in the basement of the 
school at Cross Lake. The fire was discovered by one of the 
staff and put out. Jack Millar and Joseph Ross also started 
a fire in the wood pile near the school but it was put out 
by one of the hospital staff. I understand that Blacksmith 
and MacKay are the instigators of these fires. 


This is the first time this matter has been brought 
to my attention. We probably did receive a Police report but 
evidently it was overlooked. ‘The Mounted Police have laid a 
charge against these boys and intend to have the Provincial 
Magistrate try them around the middle of December. Would you 
please advise me if you wish them to go ahead with this case. 


I talked the matter over with Father Trudeau and 
he felt t if these boys wer t to different schools 1 
uld do them mo x Z ° owever, I feel 
tha okay and Blacksmith should be sentenced to a short term 
and then sent to another boarding school where they would not 
be able to return home for some time. Will you please advise 
me by return just what action you wish me to take regarding

I am sending to-day to the Chief Architect, 
Devartment Publie Works, Ottawa. three sheets of blue prints 
from dravings prepared at this office for the Roman Catholic 
Boarding School at Norway House Manitoba. The work will 
doubtless be passed on by the Chief Architect, and go 
through a course of development in his office, We have 
followed the general lines of the lay out shown by the orig- 
inal plans from the Chief Architect's office and trust 
that the slight whanges which we have made wil. be found 
as tending to improvement. We also assumed that the 
"Standard" particulars for this class of building as set 
forth in your letter 421298/5 dated ‘November 8th 1912, 
had heen taken care of in the original plans and for this 
reason we have not gone thoroughly into these mrticulars. 


You have perhaps been informed that the reasons 
why the drawings for this building together with drawings 
for two other buildings provosed for erection at Norway 
House were peferred to me for revision, were, that it was 
believei that I might suggest changes that would result 
in a saving in cost of construction and produce buildings 
suitable for erection in the extreme North West of Manitoba. 
I found that the plans for the Roman Catholic School 
admitted o° improvement on various lines but that the plans 
for the other buildings were anparentiy satisfactory and 
any reduction in cost ef these latter buildings would have 
to be made by reducing the size or equipment or restricting 
the specifications.

With reference to my estimate of this date on 
the cost of proposed Rpman Catholic School at Norway House 
based on plans prepafed at this o°fice, I would state 
that when Hon. Robert Rogers handed me the plans for this 
building as prepared at the Yenartmental offices in Ottawa, 
he intimated a belief that I[ could bring about a reduction 
in the cost by redesigning the hutlding. 


I do not Know how my estimate may compare with 
the prices given in tenders received for the work as per 
Departmental plans, yet I desire to state that after 
examining those plans I found several items that would 
surely work into large amounts in extras, These items 
were of a structural nature and although it would be 
assuming too much for me to guarantee our plans to be 
absolutely free from liahility in extras, I may say that 
after they have passed the careful scrutiny requisite for 
the proper preparation of specifications, they may be brought 
to a high degree of completeness. 

I hope that the drawings which were delivared to 
you from this office through the Department of Public “orks, 
may meet with your approval, Should any amendments be 
desired we will be pleased to make them.

My estimate of probable cost of the 
Roman Catholic School at Norway House, 
Manitoba, from plans prepared at this office, 
is Forty-six thousand dollars ($46,000.00) 
and is prepared on a “cubing" basis of fifteen 
cents (15?) per cubic fot. Three thousand 
six hundred dollars ($35 690.00) of this amount 
is my estimate of cost Por the superstructure 
of the Chapel. Therefore the Government's 
portion of the total cost may be estimated at 
Forty-two thousand four hundred dollars, 
($42,400.00)

In June, last, the Department called for tene 
ders for the erection of a boarding school pbuilding and a 
hospitel at Norway House and a boarding school building, on 
the same plan, at the Pas. These plans were prepared by Mr. 
Burritt, architect of Ottawa, and the estimated cost of the 
school, if erected in the Province of Ontario where labour 
and materials would be readily accessible was $28,000.00 to 
$30,000.00. The Department received only one tender for 
the school at Norway House fromtthe Jones Contracting Com- 
pany for $52,451.00 and the hospital for $15,735.00. The 
estimated cost for the latter building was $6,360.00 in the 
east. No tender whatever was received for the building at 
The Pas. 

In view of the fact that the tender received 
for the Norway House buildings was much above the estimated 
cost, even allowing for conditions as they exist at Norway 
House, the late Superintendent General thought it well to 
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submit these plans to an architect in Winnipeg with a view 


to having him make changes to reduce the cost, They were 
given to Mr. Herbert E. uathews, Architect, Public Works, 
Winnipeg, Canada, 

Last year also a per capita grant was promised the 
Roman Catholic church for a boarding school at Norway Bouse 
end they were to erect their own buildings, which would come 
under Class "A" of the contract. They said they wished to 
use the plan of the Fort Frances Boarding School as a basis 
and the Department agreed to furnish them with plans and 
specifications. Mr. Chane prepared plans based on this with 
such changes as they asked for and these were sent out to 
them in sections as they were completed, The Department 
understood that this work would be done by them by day labour 
and the plans and specifications were not, therefore, #0 
elaborate and detailed as they would have been had there been 
intention of calling for tenders. The Roman Catholics com- 
menced their work there, but in the meantime they made re- 
presentations to the late Superintendent General , when it wae 
decided to provide the cost of erecting the building Sithout 
the Chapel but including the basement of this building, and 
an amount of $32,000.00 wae provided in the main estimates 
for 1913 - 1914, The plans and specifications prepared for 
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the Roman Catholic school building were also handed over to 
wr, Ma thews at the same time as the Methodist school plans, 
with a request, ss he states in his letter of the 30th ul- 


timo, that changes be made “with a view to reducing the cost 
"of erection and bring them to conform to requirements which 


"appear to be necessary in the cold North-west outlying dis- 
*"trict,* In his letter of November 30th, above referred to, 
Mr. Mathews writes as follows:- 

"The plane of the Roman Catholic School that I 
“was given, appeared te me to admit of some improvement in 
“verious particulars, while those of the other two buildings 
* seem to have been worked up on lines which could produce 
“satisfactory, economical construction, and, assuming that 
"the lay out and equipment is approved by the officials 
"directly interested in these buildings, I consider that a 
"reduction in cost may best be arrived at by a reduction in 
"size and equipment of each building, or by a careful adjust- 
“ment in the specified materials," 

You wéll thus see that the plan of the Norway 
House building appears to be satisfactory and that a reduc- 
tion in size and equipment or an adjustment of the spevified 
materials is the only way in which any reduction in cost can 
be arrived at. 

It would not appear practicable to reduce the 
size of the building, but any reduction that might be made in 
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the cost of equipment or specified materials which would not 
detract from the value of the building might be allowed and 
I would suggest that Mr. Mathews be informed accordingly. 

The changes in the plan for the Roman Catholic 
Boarding School sre apparently unimportant and Mr. Mathews 
might be asked to complete these plens and prepare the necess- 
ary specifications. 

When the plans for the Roman Catholic school 
were prepared provision was made for a large chapel, which 
was to serve the purpose, not only of the school but of the 
reserve. The Department, as before stated, will not be re- 
sponsible for the superstructure of the chapel, the cost of 
which the church will bear. The Department will, however, 
have to erect the basement,as there is provision therein for 
the, higeati apparatus and other accommodation necessary to 
the sclool \proper.

As previously arranged we are sending to your 
Nepartment to-day by Nominion Express, original tracings, 
comprising five sheets of drawings ami one complete original 
copy of specifications, comprésing 87 pxges, prenared for a 
Roman Catholic Boarding School proposed for erection at 
Norway House, Manitoba. A location of the buildings is 
omitted from the drawings and specifications at your request. 


We have endeavored to make the plans and specifica- 
tions complete for a practicable building provosition. Our 
information is that the building sites are (quite properly) 
to be high and dry and on that account we have not provided 
for water proofing the foundations noy for weeping drains. 
The concrete walis and floors provided for the building ought 
to keep water out under ordinaty conditions and we feel 
justified in taking it that extraordinary conditions wiil 
be avoided when building sites art selected. You will 
understand that the taking care of rain water and seepage 
without a proper system of sewers may prove an expensive 
proposition and may not be handled in a general way with 
satisfaction. 


In preparing my estimate sent to you on Necember 
26th 1912 placing the cost of the Roman Catholic Boarding 
Seno0l for Norway house at Forty-six thousand dollars, we 
did not figure on the installation of an acetylene gas 
Lighting system or a water works system because we were then 
of the opinion that these items which we had noted to be 
utilities at the Port Alexander School, were there provided 
by the Shurch Authorities. 


We have Kept a copy of Blue prints and several 
copies of specifications of work sent out to-day. We presime 
that your Department will look over our work and make the 
copies required for the purmoses of receiving tenders and 
for forwarding to the several locations for »*xhibit to 
prospective bidders.

In looking over our prints from original tracings 
gent to you yasterday for Roman Satholic Indian Boarding 
Sehool, we have discovered several omissions and inconsistencies 
which wa would request you to aorrect on the tracings before 
putting out any prints. 


Pirst, on the Pasement plan, in the Roiler room and 
Laundry, portions of the outside wall are noted to bes of 
brickwork and not of conoreste 18 the main wall bodies, the 
object being to provide ways of entry for boiler and storage 
tank which may not be brought to the building before it is 
erected. Notes on the Basement plan will draw the Builders 
attention to these nrovisions but the notes on vlan should 
have been supplemented by others on elevations and this has 
not been dons, in fact, I find that “concrete” has been written 
whare the plan note calls for brickwork. 


Second, in the matter ov ventilation, we have 
provided for ducts on plans and in specifications but are 
short in markings for registers on nlans. The omissions 
noted are:-One in Pupils Mining Room and One in Boys Play 
room on basement} and one in each of Senior Roys and Girls 
Qlass room’ Junior Boys And Girls Jlass room and Senior Borys 
Normitory on Wirst floor.e Registers 16" x 24" should be 
marked at the ducts in rooms stated koe, ing in view the various 
departments served by the different ducts. 


Attention to thers matters at this junctures ig 
certainly desirable and I would be glad if you make the 
sorrections.

boats, or, if by small steamer, frequent portages have 
to be made, 

From the best information I have been able to 
obtain from the records of the Department it would 
appea? that it would cost from 15 to 20 per cent more 
to budld a boarding school at Oross Lake than at Norway 
House .; The lowest tender for the Methodist School at 
Norway House, including the hospital, was $76,578.00. 
Bedacting about $20,000.00 for the hospital would leave 
$57,000.09 for the school building, This would bring 
‘the Ci ai aap building at Oross Lake up to about 
$70,000.00,’ “We would hardly be able to use the —_ 
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plan for Oross Lake as for Norway House, ‘as {t-is next 
to impossible to get moh of the material called for by 
the specifications for the Norway House school into 
Oross Lake. 

A much less expensive building would suit all 
the purposes of Cross Lake and it would not be necessary 
to make provision for so many pupils, When Father Magnan 
brought up the question of establishing a school at Nor- 
way House in 1908 he asked for a building with accommo- 
dation for 30 pupils and if they had one with accommo- 
dation for 50 this would be about all the pupils they 
could recruit.
